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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Wm.  A.   MacCorkle, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief. 

Sni:  — I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my  first  Biennial  Re- 
port as  Adjutant  General  of  this  State  tor  the  years  1893  and  1894, 
embracing  other  reports  of  officers  and  matters  connected  with  the 
National  Guard.  ■ 

The  National  Guard. 

The  organized  militia  of  this  State,  designated  as  the  West  Vir- 
ginia National  Guard,  consists  of  one  brigade  organized  into  two 
regiments,  the  First  containing  ten  companies  and  the  Second  nine 
companies. 

The  present  membership  of  the  National  Guard  isas  follows:

With  the  exception  of  the  above  mentioned  no  material  changes 
have  occurred  in  the  organization  since  the  incoming  of  my  admin- 
istration 

It.  is  gratifying  to  observe  here  that  there  has  been  a  very  marked 
improvement  in  the  personnel,  efficiency  and  discipline  of  the 
National  Guard.  The  esprit  de  corps  said  zeal  that  now  characterize 
the  entire  Guard  are  worthy  of  high  commendation  and  give  assur- 
ance of  a  steady  advancement  in  all  points  and  qualifications  requis- 
ite to  a  faithful  and  efficient  citizen  soldiery. 

The  numerical  strength  remains  about  the  same  that  it  has  been 
for  the  past  three  or  four  years  ;  but  effective  efforts  have  been  made 
to  disencumber  the  service  of  inefficient  men  and  replace  them  with 
good,  servicable  soldiers. 

However,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  strong  and  effective 
organization,  two  things  arc  vitally  necessary  : 

Militia  Law. 

First:  A  sound  and  operative  military  law.  As  to  the  import- 
ance of  this  matter  too  much  cannot  be  said.  The  imperfection  and 
weakness  of  our  present  law  has  been  demonstrated  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  failure  to  enforce  certain  provisions  of  it  has  practically 
nullified  the  entire  law  in  the  eves  of  the  soldiers. 

This  fact  has  done  much  towards  weakening  the  organization  and 
has  worked  hardships  upon  the  commanding  officers  in  enforcing 
the  requirements  oi  the  law  and  maintaining  proper  discipline  with- 
in and  over  their  commands.  The  delects  and  deficiency  of  our  pres- 
ent law  are  so  many  that  I  would  urge  the  passage  of  an  entirely 
new  law.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  necessity  of  explicit 
legislation  setting  forth  the  manner  of  enlistments;  empowering 
officers  to  compel  regular  attendance  upon  drills  and  schools  of  in- 
struction, and  to  enforce  proper  regulations  and  discipline;  and, 
defining  unequivocally  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  military  when 
called  into  active  service.  There  are  other  points,  too  many  to  enu- 
merate, upon  which  sound  legislation  is  needed  in  order  to  make  the 
organization  thorough  and  effective. 

A  military  board,  consisting  of  the  Brigade  Commander,  the 
Colonels,  Lieutenant-Colonels  and  Majors,  of  the  First  and  Second 
Regiments,  has  very  carefully  prepared  a  Law,  which,  in  my  judge- 
ment, with  perhaps  a  \'<-w  light  changes,  will  meet  the  wants  of  the 
present  law,  and  I  most  respectfully  urge  that  the  same  shall  receive 
favorable  consideration  at  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature. 
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Military  Appropriation. 

The  second  need  of  the  National  Guard,  to  which  I  desire  to  call 
your  attention,  is  the  importance  of  a  sufficient  military  appropri- 
ation. The  gallant  and  timely  service  of  the  troops  in  the  preser- 
vation of  life  and  property  during  the  recent  riotous  outbreaks 
throughout  the  State,  cannot  have  failed  to  impress  every  citizen  of 
West  Virginia  with  the  absolute  need  of  an  efficient  military  organi- 
zation, and  surely  the  State  will  show  its  appreciation  of  such  service 
and  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  National  Guard  by  providing  a 
sufficient  appropriation  with  which  to  supply  her  soldiers  with 
proper  munitions  and  equipments,  and  to  give  them  reasonable 
remuneration  for  any  service  they  might  he  called  upon  to  perform. 
The  appropriation  heretofore  made  has  not  been  adequate  to  the 
neeessanr  demands  of  the  Guard;  and  it  will  prove  totally  inade- 
quate in  trying  to  maintain  that  standard  of  efficiency  and  thorough- 
ness which  is  necessary  to  make  the  National  Guard  useful  and 
reliable. 

When  the  troops  had  performed  their  splendid  service  in  affording 
protection  to  life  and  property  during  the  labor  troubles,  this  De- 
partment had  not  one  cent  at  its  disposal  with  which  to  pay  them  ; 
and  they  would  have  remained  unpaid  until  the  coming  session  of 
the  Legislature  had  it  not  been  for  the  praiseworthy  efforts  of  Your 
Excellency  in  securing  a  personal  loan  of  sufficient  money  to  pay 
them 

The  present  militia  law  provides  the  same  compensation  for  the 
Guard  in  active  service  as  that  prescribed  for  the  United  States 
Army.  This  system  of  compensation  makes  ample  provision  for 
commissioned  officers,  which,  in  some  instances,  a  slight  reduction 
might  possibly  be  judicious:  but  as  to  the  non-commissioned  officers 
and  privates,  the  compensat  ion  is  disproportionate  and  insufficient, 
which  is  clearly  evident  from  the  following  table  of  rates  of  pay  for 
eidisted  men  : 

Private,     (Infantry) $13  per  month,  or  4.S.V  cents  per  day. 

Corporal,  (Infantry  I $15  per  month,  or  50    cents  per  day. 

Sergeant,  (Infantry ) 817  per  month,  or  56|  cents  per  day. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  enlisted  men  arc  in  limited  circumstances 
financially,  and  are  dependent,  more  or  less,  upon  their  daily  labor 
for  their  daily  subsistence  That  their  compensation  is  insuffi- 
cient is  not  a  question.  When  these  men  are  called  upon  by  the 
State  to  protect  her  people  and  property,  they  should  receive,  at 
least,  living  wages  ;  and  I  trust  that  the  provisions  in  this  direction 
contained  in  the  new  bill,  already  referred  to,  will  he  favorably  con- 
sidered at  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature.  There  is  no  better 
stimulus  to  good  soldiery  than  ample  compensation,  which  is 
regarded  by  the  soldier  as  much  a  token  of  appreciation  upon  the 
part  of  the  State  as  it  is  a  pecuniary  reward  for  Ins  service. 
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Ordnance  and  Clothing. 

The  arms  and  accoutrements  are,  in  the  main,  in  a  fair  condition, 
all  companies  being  supplied  with  breach-loading  Springfield  rifles 
of  15  calibre.  However,  many  of  the  guns  are  of  the  first  models 
and  show  evidence  of  rough  handling;  and  many  of  them,  were 
they  put  upon  tesl  inactive  service,  would  be  found  very  inaccu- 
rate and  almosl  worthless  Nearly  all  of  the  old  style  cartridge 
boxes  have  been  replaced  with  the  McKeever  pattern,  which  is  a 
very  decided  improvement 

The  fatigue  uniform  is  worn  exclusively  by  the  National  Guard  ; 
the  dress  uniform,  serving  no  other  purpose  than  display,  was  dis- 
carded two  yearsago.  Many  of  the  companies  are  fairly  uniformed  : 
several  companies  have  comparatively  new  uniforms,  which  1  have 
furnished  during  my  administration,  while  others  stand  much  in 
need  of  clothing  In  this  connection  1  desire  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  entire  Guard  is  without  overcoats,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  officers  who  purchased  coats  on  their  own  account. 
I  deem  it  of  the  most  urgent  importance  that  overcoats,  of  a  plain 
regulation  pattern  should  he  supplied  to  the  entire  Guard  ;  but  with 
the  limited  quota  of  cloth  furnished  by  the  general  government  and 
the  small  appropriation  at  the  disposal  of  this  Department,  it  is  im- 
possible to  do  so  without  incurring  a  deficiency. 

There  is  a  considerable  stock  of  old  arms,  uniforms,  equipage,  etc  . 
stored  away  in  the  armory  rooms  here  and  also  in  the  possession  of 
various  company  commanders  throughout  tin;  State,  winch  by  rea- 
son of  its  long  use  isabsolutely  worthless  and  cannot  he  of  any  fur- 
ther use  to  the  military  department  in  any  way  whatever.  Much  of 
this  property  is  chained  up  to  the  company  commanders  and  is  car- 
ried upon  the  property  books  from  year  to  year,  thus  entailing  a 
greatamount  of  unnecessary  care  and  responsibility.  In  view  of  this 
fact,  I  would  suggest  to  Your  Excellency  the  evident  advisability  of 
the  appointment  of  a  board  of  competent  men.  properly  authorized 
to  investigate  the  condition*  of  such  property  as  referred  to  above, 
and  to  order  the  same  destroyed  and  dropped  from  the  property  hooks. 
Such  action  would  very  much  relieve  this  Department  both  of  re- 
sponsibility and  time  in  looking  after  the  preservation  of  such 
property. 

On  September  13,  1894,  the  armory  room  of  Company  E,  1st  Reg- 
iment, at   Martinsburg,  was  totally  destroyed  by  lire,  and   almosl  the 
entire    supply   of  arms,  clothing,  etc.  in  the  hands  of  the  Company 
was  also  destroyed. 

Camp  Equippag-e,  Etc 

Realizing  the  extreme  need  of  cooking  outfits  for  field  use.  I 
purchased  a  sufficient  number  of  the  Buzzacott  Field  ( >vens  to  supply 
the  entire  Guard,  and  after  two  years'  use.  they  have  proved  to  be  of 
inestimable  value.  These  cooking  outfits  are  of  very  simple  yet  sub- 
stantial construction,  they  can  b^  easily  and  quickly  packed,  ami 
the  cooking  done  upon  them  is  most  satisfactory. 
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Perhaps  the  most  important  addition  to  the  equipment  of  the 
National  Guard  during  my  administration  has  been  the  purchase  of 
tents.  The  previous  custom  of  this  office  has  been  to  rent  tents  for 
our  annual  encampment,  and  the  cosl  of  renting,  with  the  trouble 
and  minor  expenses  incident  thereto,  has  been  a  heavy  expense  to 
the  State  Upon  a  careful  examination  into  the  question  of  tents 
and  after  a  protracted  cot respondence  with  various  tent  manu- 
facturing establishments,  I  found  that  I  could  purchase  a  sufficient 
number  of  tents  for  the  accommodation  of  the  entire  State  troops 
upon  such  terms  as  would  make  the  annual  purchase  payments 
amount  to  very  little,  if  any,  more  than  the  annual  cost  of  renting 
would  he.  as  will  he  seen  from  the  following  statement :

The  total  cost  of  tents  purchased  this  year  was  83,400.00,  payable 
in  four  equal  payments  of  $850.00  each,  first  payment  due  upon  the 
completion  of  tents,  and  the  remaining  payments  due  respectively 
in  one,  two  and  three  years. 

Therefore,  with  your  approval,  on  June  4th,  1894,  I  purchased  the 
following  tents  of  The  Charles  Glawe  Manufacturing  Company, 
Dayton,  Ohio,  viz  :

Guy  ropes,  stakes,  mallets,  etc.,  furnished. 

These  tents  are  very  commodious  and  seem  to  cover  the  needs  of 
the  Guard  in  this  line.  Tney  are  made  of  an  excellent  quality  of 
duck,  thoroughly  waterproof,  and  if  well  preserved  and  cared  for,  will 
last  many  years. 

That  the  oliicers  to  whom  the  tents  were  assigned  for  keeping, 
might  thoroughly  understand  their  duties  in  handling  and  caring 
for  them,  the  following  orders  were  issued  at  Camp  Jackson  :

The  attention  of  officers  accountable  for  State  property  is  especially  called 
to  U.  S.  Army  Regulations,  Pars.  778,  779,  780  786  and  787.  Special  care  must 
lie  given  the  preservation  in  servicahle  condition  of  the  tents  provided  for  the 
use  of  the  troops  of  the  National  *  ruard. 

Tents  must  not  lie  packed  away  unless  perfectly  dry.  If  it  is  necessary  to 
strike  tents  while  they  are  wet,  they'must  be  set  up  and  dried  immediately  upon 
return  to  permanent  station. 

Upon  returning  from  any   service  that   has  required  the  use  of  tents,  the 
accountable    officer   will   inspect  them    at    least  once  a  week  for  the  period  of 
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three  weeks,  and  if  any  trace  of  moisture  or  mildew  is  found,  will  at  once  have 
such  tents  thoroughly  dried. 

Each  accountable  officer  will  certify  on  honor,  on  the  dayofthe  inspections 
required  above,  that  he  has  made  such  inspection,  stating  therein  the  condi- 
tion of  flic  tents,  ami  shall  forward  a  copy  of  each  certificate  with  his  next 
quarterly  return  of  equipage  and  quartermaster  stores.  Thereafter  all  tents 
shall  be  thoroughly  and  carefully  inspected  quarterly  by  the  officer  account- 
able for  them  and  their  condition  as  so  determined  entered  upon  his  next 
quarterly  return.

Encampments. 

Pursuant  to  Section  38,  Militia  Law,  two  annual  encampments 
have  been  held  since  1  assumed  the  duties  of  this  office,  the  former 
being  held  at  Kanawha  City,  beginning  September  28th,  1893,  and 
the  latter  at  Martinsburg,  beginning  July  26th,  1894.  each  continu 
ing  for  six  successive  days,  as  prescribed  by  law. 

At  both  encampments  the  attendance  was  good,  the  entire  Brigade 
being.present  each  time. 

The  location  of  Camp  Kenna,  the  first  camp,  seemed  to  be  favor- 
able in  many  respects.  Owing  to  its  proximity  to  railroads  and 
Charleston,  the  troops  were  landed  within  a  short  distance  of  the 
camp,  and  all  commissionary  and  quartermaster  supplies  were  easily 
and  quickly  obtained.  The  grounds,  though  somewhat  rough  and 
uneven  upon  the  surface,  were  level  and  well  suited  for  a  camp 
The  tents  were  uniformly  arranged  and  the  camp  put  in  perfect 
order  and  readiness  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  troops  With  the 
exception  of  one  or  two  days  the  weather  was  very  favorable,  though 
the  nights  were  rather  cool,  and  the  soldiers  not  having  overcoats 
made  some  complaint.  On  the  third  and  last  nights  of  the  camp 
there  were  exceedingly  hard  rains,  and  the  sentinels,  having  no  pro- 
tection other  than  their  fatigue  uniforms,  were  thoroughly  drenched, 
and  their  duties  were  thus  necessarily  disagreeable  With  this 
exception,  however,  few  inconveniences  were  suffered.  The  tents 
were  of  eight-ounce  duck  and  comparatively  new,  and  being  supplied 
with  flys,  were  waterproof. 

Lieut.  Frank   DeWitt  Ramsey,    1st   Lieutenant  Ninth   Infantry 
U.  S    A.,  now  stationed  at  the  West  Virginia  University  as  Pro!' 
of  Military  Science  and  Tactics,  Avas  detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
for  the  instruction  and  inspection  of  the  National  Guard,  his  report 
of  which  is  elsewhere  appended. 

Officers  who  had  attended  former  encampments  claimed  that  this 
one  showed  a  very  decided  improvement  in  discipline  and  a  general 
knowledge  of  military  tactics.  The  deportment  of  the  men  through- 
out the  encampment  was  commendable  There  was  no  drunk ness  or 
mutinous  conduct,  with  the  exception  of   one   case,  which  occurred 
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on  the  morning  camp  bi'oke.  Company  F.  2nd  Regiment,  had  been 
detailed  to  remain  on  the  ground  that  day  for  fatigue  duty,  and  the 
commanding  officer  and  many  of  the  members  desiring  to  return 
home   with   the   other  troops,    refused  to  obey  orders.     Company  C. 

'2nd  Regiment,  which  was  just  leaving  the  ground,  was  ordered  to 
take  charge  of  the  mutineers  and  compel  them  to  perform  the  duties 
assigned  them.  After  some  rigid  handling  they  ceased  their  muti- 
nous conduct  and  carried  out  their  orders.  I  nm  glad  to  say  that 
since  then  Company  F.  has  retrieved  itself  nobly  by  discharging 
many  worthless  soldiers  and  replacing  them  with  good,  efficient  men. 
until  now  it  is  one  of  the  largest  and  among  the  foremost  companies 
in  the  National  Guard.  It  was  detailed  for  fatigue  duty  at  Camp 
Jackson  and  performed  its  duties  admirably. 

It  is  almost  unanimously  conceded  by  the  officers  and  enlisted  men 
that  Cain])  .J.  B.  Jackson  at  Martinsburg  was  the  most  successful  and 
satisfactory  camp  that  has  been  held  in  the  history  of  the  National 
Guard. 

The  location  of  Camp  Jackson  wras  in  a  level  field  of  about  seventy- 
five  acres,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  west  of  Martinsburg,  near 
the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad.  The  grounds  were  exceptionally 
suitable ;  the  camp  was  well  laid  oft,  and  the  tents,  being  perfectly 
new  and  spotlessly  white  and  very  systematically  arranged,  presented 
a  very  imposing  military  scene  which  won  the  admiration  of  the 
troops  and  the  hundreds  of  spectators  that  daily  visited  the  camp. 

Upon  application,  the  Secretary  of  War  detailed  Lieutenant  J.  F. 
Reynolds  Landis,  First  Lieutenant  of  the  First  Cavalry,  U.S.  A  , 
stationed,  at  Fort  Meyer,  Virginia,  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  and 
inspecting  the  National  Guard.  Lieutenant  Landis  manifested  great 
interest  and  care  in  every  detail  of  his  work  as  Instructor,  and  his 
instruction  and  suggestions  were  gratefully  received,  and  will,  doubt- 
less, prove  of  much  value  to  the'Guard. 

Owing  to  the  active  service  through  which  the  troops  had  just 
passed,  they  showed  a  strong  familiarity  with  tactics  and  a  notable 
advancement  in  military  training.  The  percentage  of  sick  and  unfit 
for  duty  was  remarkably  small,  notwithstanding  the  extremely  hot 
weather  and  the  sudden  change  in  the  manner  of  living  to  which  the 
men  were  subjected. 

As  urged  heretofore  in  the  reports  of  my  predecessor,  General  B.  H. 
Oxley,  I  think  that  the  time  for  holding  encampments  should  be 
extended  to  at  least  twelve  days.  The  time  allowed  by  law,  six 
days,  does  not  give  the  soldiers  time  enough  to  derive  any  lasting 
benefit  from  the  drills  and  schools  of  instruction,  which  can  be  had 
only  at  encampments.  This  extension  of  time  would  necessitate 
very  little  additional  expense  and  would  prove  of  great  benefit  to  the 
troops. 

Active   Service. 

The  National  Guard  has  had  more  active  service  during  the  year 
1894  than  it  has  had  during  any  previous  year  of  its  history. 
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The  turbulenl  and  threatening  attitude  of  a  large  number 
oi  strikers  in  the  Kanawha  and  New  River  Coal  regions 
menaced  the  peace  and  safety  of  both  life  and  property  for 
many  months;  and  at  Eagle,  Fayette  county,  on  February  28th, 
1894,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  violence  and  rioting  of  the  must  law- 
less character,  led  by  several  hundred  striking  miners  :  and  the  civil 
authorities  finding  themselves  helpless  to  command  law  and  order, 
the  sheriff  of  Fayette  county  made  an  urgenl  demand  upon  Your 
Excelleney  for  troops.  It  was  not,  however,  until  you  were  thor- 
oughly assured  of  the  imminence  of  the  situation  and  the  inability 
of  the  civil  authorities  to  enforee  the  law  and  afford  sufficient  protec- 
tion to  life  and  property,  thai  military  aid  was  furnished.  In 
prompt  response  to  orders  issued  at  11  o'clock  p.  m..  February  28th, 
a  battallion  consisting  of  Companies  Co)  Ansted,  <  <.  of  Huntington, 
and  K,  of  Charleston,  commanded  by  Maj  W.  II.  Bank3,  appeared 
on  the  scene  of  trouble  al  I  o'clock  the  following  morning  While 
the  presence  of  troops  very  much  allayed  hostilities,  yet  the  strikers 
remained  turbulenl  and  insubordinate,  and  were  so  violent  in  their 
threats  to  destroy  life  and  property,  that  it  was  deemed  advisable 
not  to  remove  the  troops  lor  several  days.  Several  arrests  were 
made  by  the  sheriff,  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  troops.  The 
arresl  of  several  ring  leader-  seemed  to  check  further  rioting,  and  on 
March  '.Mli  Companies  C  and  K  were  withdrawn,  and  on  March  13th 
the  remaining  company  wasalso  withdrawn. 

On  May  25th,  1894,  aboul  three  hundred  striking  miners  from 
Ohio,  invaded  this  State  at  New  Haven  mines  in  Mason  county, 
their  supposed  object  being  to  intimidate  and  enforce  tin'  working 
miners  at  New  Haven,  Hartford,  Camden  and  other  mining  points 
along  the  Ohio  river,  from  wbrk.  Upon  receipt  of  full  advices  re- 
garding this  movement  and  the  assurance  of  the  extreme  probability 
of  an  unlawful  molestation  of  the  peaceful  avocations  and  business 
interests  of  the  citizens  of  West  Virginia,  Your  Excellency  immedi- 
ately ordered  Companies  (i  and  1.  2nd  Regiment,  stationed  at 
Huntington,  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  proceed  t"  the  seat 
of  trouble  in  the  event  the  civil  authorities  were  powerless  to  control 
the  situation.  On  May  29th  the  strikers  and  the  West  Virginia 
miners  held  a,  meeting  al  <  '.mi  len  at  which  they  came  t  >  c  mciliatory 
terms,  and  the  forma'  returned  to  Ohio,  thus  removing  the  proba- 
bility of  any  immediate  need  of  troops  iii  that  quarter. 

On  June  Ith.  1894,  reports  were  received  to  the  effect  that  a  large 
body  of  armed  miners  IV  mi  VVellston,  Ohio,  were  threatening 
damage  to  the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railroad  bridge,  spanning  the 
Ohio  river  at  Kenova,  Wayne  county,  which  was  being  guarded 
closely  day  and  nighl  by  civil  officers,  and  also  threatening  to  stop 
the  movement  of  all  coal  trains  on  the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railroad, 
unless  the  Railroad  Company  ceased  the  transportation  of  coal  and 
coke  from  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  into  Ohio.  This  the  Rail- 
road Company  declined  to  do.  and  the  situation  became  so  serious 
•ami  the  attitude  of  the  miners  so  threatening,  that  Your  Excellency 
ordered  Col.  Hodges,  commanding  2nd  Regiment,  to  have  Companies 
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F,G  and  I.  of  his  command,  to  be  in  readiness  to  move  to  Kenova  at 
once,  it'  ordered  to  do  so.  The  differences  inciting  the  miners  to  this 
action  were  adjusted  before  any  ads  of  lawlessness  were  committed, 
and  it  did  not  become  necessary  to  order  out  the  troops 

( >n  June  5th,  189  I.  the  sheriff  of  Wood  county  wired  that  a  large 
body  of  Common wealers  had  captured  and  taken  possession  of  a  train 
on  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad,  and  requested  Your  Excellency 
to  order  out  Company  E,  2nd  Regiment,  at  Parkersburg,  to  aid  him 
in  protecting  property  and  arresting  the  Commonwealers  Company 
E.  was  at  once  ordered  out,  but  owning  to  the  promt  assistance  given 
the  sheriff  by  the  citizens  of  Wood  county,  the  arrest  of  the  Com- 
monwealers was  made  without  the  assistance  of  the  military. 

On  the  9th,  of  June,  yon  were  again  called  upon  for  troops  to  aid 
the  sheriff  of  Marshall  county  in  suppressing  a  riot  of  striking 
miners  at  Boggs  Run  on  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad.  Tele- 
graphic advices  from  the  civil  authorities  and  prominent  business 
men  of  thai  section  indicated  that  the  riot  was  of  considerable  mag- 
nitude, and  participated  in  by  a  large  number  of  infuriated  strikers 
who  were  obstructing  the  movement  of  all  freight  trains  on  the  Bal- 
timore^ Ohio  Railroad  and  threatening  destruction  to  valuable  coal 
and  railroad  property.  It  was  evident  from  the  many  reports  that 
came  from  the  most  reliable  sources  that  the  civil  powers  were  help- 
less, and  that  military  force  was  needed,  and  that  quickly.  Orders 
were  immediately  issued  by  your  command  through  this  office,  and 
soon  the  entire  First  Regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel  Fast,  and 
four  companies  (E,  F.  G,  and  [)  of  the  Second  Regiment  under  com- 
mand of  Colonel  [lodges,  were  on  their  way  to  Boggs'  hum  the 
troops,  of  the  First  Regiment,  with  the  exception  of  Company  G, 
concentrating  at  Moundsville  :  and  the  four  companies  of  the  Second 
Regiment  at  Parkersburg,  from  which  points  they  moved  to  !'• 
Run,  under  command  of  <  leu.  B.  1 >.  Spilman,  Brigade  ( 'ommander 
arriving  there* at  6  oclock  A.  M.  At  your  direction,  1  proceeded  to 
Boggs'  Run  June  10th,  arriving  there  late  in  the  evening  of  the 
same  day.  I  found  the  situation  even  more  critical  than  I  had 
anticipated,  and  I  believe  it  was  only  the  timely  arrival  of  troop- 
that  averted  serious  depredations  and  acts  of  lawlessness.  Large 
crowds  of  angered  men.  women  and  children  were  gathered  near  the 
sentinel  lines  and  as  near  the  soldiers  as  they  could  get,  scoffing  and 
jeering  at  the  troops ;  at  times  they  were  so  vociferous  and  boister- 
ous as  to  almost  precipitate  a  combat.  The  soldiers  were  subjected 
to  many  indignities  of  this  kind  ;  but  they  bore  it  all  like  true  soldiers 
and  without  resentment.  Tin- tracks  were  often  seriously  obstructed 
by  the  striker-  to  prevent  the  movement  of  trains,  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  accompany  each  coal  train  with  adetatchment  of  troop- 
in  order  to  get  it  through  Marshall  county.  In  many  instances  the 
obstructions  consisted  of  huge  logs  telegraph  poles,  cross  ties,  etc., 
and  a  great  amount  of  labor  and  time  were  necessary  to  clear  the 
tracks.  There  was  a  similar  state  of  affairs  just  across  the  Ohio 
River  from  Boggs'  Run  at   Bellaire  and    Wheeling  Creek  in  the  State 
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of  Ohio,  where  a   considerable    portion  of  the  Ohio  National  Guard 
was  stationed. 

The  proximity  of  these  two  rioting  points  made  the  situation 
even  more  difficult  to  manage,  as  the  miners  of  both  states  had  in- 
tercommunication with  each  other  In  fact,  many  of  the  strikers  at 
Boggs'  Run  were  driven  or  forced  from  the  Ohio  side,  and  being  thus 
angered,  they  were  quite  liberal  in  their  threats  against  the  troops. 
and  gave  much  trouble  in  obstructing  the  movement  of  coal  trains 
and  threatening  the  destruction  of  property.  It  was  not  until  June 
14th  that  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  reduce  the  military  force.  On 
that  date  the  four  companies  of  the  Second  Regiment  were  relieved 
from  duty  and  ordered  home,  leaving  the  First  Regiment  in  the 
field.  On  June  16th  the  situation  had  so  much  improved  that  the 
entire  First  Regiment  was  withdrawn,  except  Companies  D  and.  F, 
under  command  of  Major  Phil -A.  Shaffer,  which  were  finally  relieved 
on  June  18th. 

Companies  G  and  I,  2nd  Regiment,  under  command  of  Major 
Banks,  were  ordered  to  Kenova  July  7th,  1894,  to  intercept  the 
advance  body  of  Kelley's  Army,  who  had  taken  possession  of  a  Ches- 
apeake A:  Ohio  train  in  Kentucky,  compelling  the  train  crew  to 
transport  them  as  far  as  possible  on  their  way  to  Washington  City. 
They  were  promptly  met  at  Kenova  by  the  sheriff  of  Wayne  county, 
aided  by  the  troops,  and  were  ordered  from  the  train  and  immedi- 
ately   dispersed,  after  which  the  troops  were  ordered  home 

This  timely  action  upon  the  part  of  the  authorities  doubtless  saved 
the  State  from  an  invasion  of  the  main  body  of  Kelleyites,  which  con- 
sisted of  about  eight  hundred  men,  at  South  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  and 
whose  advance  into  the  State  depended  upon  the  treatment  received 
by  the  advance  body. 

The  service  performed  by  the  National  Guard  during  the  present 
year  in  maintaining  the  law  and  dignity  of  the  State,  and  in  afford- 
ing prompt  and  ample  protection  to  life  and  property,  is  a  matter  of 
much  congratulation.  It  has  won  for  our  soldiers  not  only  the 
praise  and  favor  of  the  citizens  of  our  own  State,  but  those  of  other 
states,  whose  vye>  were  turned  upon  us  during  the  labor  troubles 
that  so  long  kept  the  affairs  and  interests  of  our  country  in  a  state  of 
disquietude  and  disorder.  The  prompt  and  successful  handling  of 
these  troubles  is  a  most  conclusive  proof  of  the  fact  that  the  citizens  of 
West  Virginia  are  law  abiding  and  peace  loving;  that  they  have 
a  staunch  safe-guard  to  the  peace  and  safety  of  their  homes  and 
vocations,  and  that  lawlessness  and  rioting  can  have  no  place  nor 
part  within  the  borders  of  our  State.  The  alacrity  with  which  the 
troops  responded  to  the  calls  of  Your  Excellency,  their  cool  behav- 
ior, their  soldierly  conduct  and  their  promptness  in  the  execution  of 
military  orders,  have  elicited  the  most  favorable  comment,  and  have 
given  a  renewed  confidence  and  faith  in  the  strength  and  ability  of 
the  National  Guard.  1  cannot  better  express  the  high  appreciation 
of  the  service  rendered  by  the  National  Guard  than  is  expressed  in 
the  following  circular  issued  by  Your  Excellency  to  the  troops  at 
Camp  J.  B.  Jackson  : 
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"Camp  J.  15.  Jackson,  August     ,  1894. 
"  To  the  Officers  and  En  lis led Men  of  the  West  Virginia  National  Guard. 

"I  wish,  as  Commander-in-Chief,  to  express  to  the  West  Virginia 
National  Guard  my  warm  appreciation  of  its  conduct  in  the  recent 
troubles  which  made  it  necessary  to  call  it  into  service.  In  the 
midst  of  the  most  trying  situations,  the  patience,  courage  and  patriot- 
ism of  the  State  troops  has  caused  the  most  favorable  comments 
from  citizens  loving  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State.  A  crisis  has 
just  occurred  in  our  State,  and  to  the  organization  and  vigor  of  the 
State  troops  is  largely  due  the  credit  of  its  successful  termination. 

"To  the  officers  I  extend  my  thanks  for  the  aid  rendered  so  effi- 
ciently, and  I  have  great  pleasure  in  thanking  the  troops  for  their 
unselfish  devotion  to  their  duty  and  for  their  unhesitating  determi- 
nation and  demonstrated  ability  to  preserve  the  laws  and  good  name 
of  the  State. 

"The  State  is  especially  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  economical 
and  careful  administration  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  military  during 
the  recent  troubles,  the  Boggs'  Run  affair  only  costing  the  State 
$6,000  and  the  Eagle  strike  only  about  $2,900,  including  pay  of  the 
soldiers.  I  have  arranged  to  pay  off  all  of  the  arrears  due  you. 
This  will  be  done  by  the  proper  department,

On  June  20,  1894,  Your  Excellency  borrowed  from  bank,  $2,906,89 
with  which  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  the  Eagle  riot,  and  the  sane 
was  done  and  proper  receipts  taken  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 
On  Augusl  6,  L894,  Your  Excellency  again  borrowed  from  hunk  the 
sum  of  $3,950.00,  $3,443.65  of  which  was  used  for  paying  the  pay 
rolls  of  the  Boggs'  Run  riot,  and  the  remaining  $506  35  was  used  in 
paying  commissary  and  quartermaster  hills  incurred  during  Boggs' 
Run  riot,  leaving  a  balance  unpaid  of  $2,561.95.  t

It  is  respectfully  urged  that  the  Legislature  give  this  matter 
prompt  attention  and  make  a  sufficient  appropriation  with  which  to 
liquidate  the  remaining  indebtedness,  as  shown  above,  and  to  reim- 
burse Your  Excellency. 

Contingent  Expenses. 

The  contingent  fund  ($350)  allowed  this  department  is  totally 
insufficient.  Within  the  past  two  years  the  work  of  this  office  has 
been  materially  and  necessarily  increased,  and  the  expense  of  for- 
warding supplies  of  all  kinds,  both  by  express  and  mail,  tin1  carrying 
on  of  the  necessary  military  correspondence,  the  constant  demand 
for  records  of  service,  and  various  other  matter-  of  expense,  soon 
exhausted  my  contingent  fund  and  I  was  compelled  to  draw  largely 
upon  the  general  appropriation,  as  will  he  seen  from  the  itemized 
statement  of  the  disbursements  under  the  military  appropriation 
attached  to  this  report.  In  addition  to  this,  when  I  assumed  the 
duties  of  this  office  I  found  that  my  contingent  fund  had  been 
anticipated  to  the  amount  of  $288.65,  leaving  only  $61.35  for  the 
contingent  expenses  of  L893.  I  trust  that  that  this  fund  will  he 
sufficiently  increased  to  meet  the  absolute  needs  of  this  offi< 

War  Records. 

West   Virginia   having  furnished  more  than  33,000  soldiers  to  tne 
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Union  army,  there  is  a  constant  demand  upon  this  office  for  certi- 
fied copies  of  records  of  service  and  other  information  from  the  war 
records  on  file  in  this  office,  to  be  used  in  securing  pensions,  enlisting 
in  the  Grand  Army  and  other  purposes  The  confused  and  worn 
<>ut  condition  of  the  muster  rolls  olten  render  il  ;i  very  tedious  and 
difficull  task  to  always  give  the  correct  information,  besides,  the 
constant  handling  of  these  records  is  fasl  rendering  them  useless 
They  are  badly  torn  ami  mutilated  ami  the  writing  on  many  of  them 
is  fading  I  would  urge  the  advisability  of  a  sufficienl  appropriation  to 
enable  this  department  to  employ  additional  clerical  help  to  copy  and 
classify  these  rollls  in  a  systematic  manner  and  have  them  pub- 
lished, as  a  majority  of  oilier  states  have  done.

8m: — 1  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  opera- 
tions   of  my  command  for  the  year  1893. 

Orders  were  issued  from  these  Headquarters  early  in  the  year,  re- 
quiring weekly  evening  drills  and  instruction  in  Guard  Duty  and 
Ceremonies.  Target  Practice  was  also  ordered,  but  for  several  rea- 
sons, the  chief  of  which  was  want  of  ammunition  and  supplies,  it 
was  not  held. 

The  Annual  Encampment  showed  rapid  advancement  in  drills 
and  ceremonies,  and  discipline  as  compared  with  previous  encamp- 
ments. The  men  are  apt,  quick  and  enthusiastic  in  the  comprehen- 
sion and  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the  Commissioned  and 
Non-Commissioned  Officers  both  show  marked  signs  of  having  begun 
to  study  Tactics  and  Regulations 

There  is  a  general  hope,  and  1  may  say  expectation,  throughout 
the  Brigade  thai  the  Legislature  will  not  only  furnish  means  for  a 
longer  encampment,  but  will  also  pay  the  men  at  least  one  dollar  per 
day  while  in  camp.  At  present,  the  encampment  is  hardly  begun, 
before  it  is  ended.  Sunday  and  the  had'  of  the  last  day  deducted 
from  the  six  days  allowed  leaves  only  four  and  one-ball'  days  for  in- 
struction. Having  built  the  camp  and  paid  for  transportation  to  it, 
it  would  be  a  great  stroke  of  economy  to  remain  there  long  enough 
to  get  lull  benefit.  Ten  days  would  give  eight  and  one-half  days  lull 
working  time,  which  is  little  enough. 

The  Brigade    is  now   equipped   with   arms,    uniforms,   mess-kits, 
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including  field-ovens  and  bed  sacks,  haversacks  and' camp  tools. 
They  lack  for  field  service  tents,  overcoats  and  blankets,  which 
should  be  supplied  in  the  order  named,  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  deem  it  absolutely  essential  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Brigade  that 
the  men  should  have  some  practice  in  firing  and  becoming  ac- 
quainted  with  their  rifles.  With  that  view.  I  have  caused  to  be 
prepared  a  set  of  simple  rules,  easily  comprehended,  for  the  use  of 
the  Company  Commanders  in  arriving  at  a  proper  understanding  of 
target  practice.  This  exercise,  conducted  in  a  fair  and  impartial 
manner,  will,  when  once  begun  properly,  lix  the  interest  of  both 
officers  and  men.  and  will  hi'  a  pleasure  to  them  as  well  as  a  profit  to 
the  State.  I  hope  to  see  targel  practice  in  full  operation  in  every 
Company  the  coming  season. 

The  Second  Regiment  is  now  well  organized,  well  officered  and 
efficient,  hoth  in  the  held  and  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs.  I 
regret  that  I  am  not  able  to  speak  so  highly  of  the  affairs  of  the 
First  Regiment,  as  I  fully  expected  to  in  this  report,  when  Col.  R. 
E.  Fast  was  elected  Colonel  of  the  Regiment  last  October.  It  is  true 
the  difficulties  and  obstacles  in  the  First  were  greater  than  those  in 
the  Second,  but  in  my  opinion  they  were  not  insurmountable.  They 
have  been  found  so,  however,  up  to  the  present  time,  as  the  reports 
and  returns  for  the  Third  quarter,  ending  Sept.  30th,  are  not  yet 
sent  in  to  Brigade  Headquarters,  while  the  reports  and  returns  for 
the  last  quarter  of  1893,  ending  December  31,  are  now  due.  1  hope 
to  be  able  to  get  these  returns,  etc.,  at  an  early  day  and  send  them 
in,  in  order  that  you  may  enter  the  property  on  the  property  books, 
and  ship  them  to  the  proper  officers. 

There  were  present  at  the  last  encampment  (541  commissioned  and 
enlisted,  out  of  the  total  strength  of  865,  showing  that  about  25  per 
cent,  of  the  command  was  absent.  If  the  men  were  paid  for  their 
time  in  camp,  5  per  cent,  would  cover  the  necessary  absentees;  but 
there  are  so  many  working  men.  who  are  not  able  to  give  the  time, 
as  their  families  depend  on  their  daily  labor,  that  in  my  opinion  the 
percentage  of  absentees  may  be  considered  very  small. 

The  abstract  of  purchases  of  subsistence  stores  shows;  expenditure 
for  subsistence  stores,  $1,507.96.  Return  of  provisions  shows 
quantities  received,  issued  and  remaining  on  hand  at  end  of  encamp- 
ment and  sold  to  highest  bidder.  An  abstract  of  issues  should  have 
been  made,  showing  in  detail  to  whom  issued,  but  the  scales  not 
arriving  in  time,  made  this  impossible.

There  were  issued,  approximately,  5,200  rations  in  all.  (the  ab- 
stract of  issues  would  have  shown  accurately),  at  a  cost  of  $1,445.74, 
or  about  27|  cents  pel-  ration.

Of  the  $62.22  received  from  sale 
of  provisions  left  over,  $20.13  was  credited  on  bill  of  Standard  Bak- 
ery, leaving  $42.09  due  the  State,  for  which  l  enclose  herewith 
Major  Xeal's  check.

The  Quartermaster's  accounts  were  in  such  shape  that  I  could  not 
get  a  more  intelligent  exposition  of  them.  He  should  have  made  an 
abstract  of  purchases  of  Quartermaster's  supplies,  and  an  abstract  of 
issues  at  cost  price,  and  balanced  them.  He  should  then  have 
enumerated  the  objects  on  which  other  expenditures  were  made, 
such  as  stables,  store  houses,  mess  tables,  flag  pole,  sinks,  etc.,  and 
given  an  accurate  account  of  the  labor  and  material  in  each 

The  medical  supplies  cost  $10.00.  One  hundred  and  fifty-one  men 
were  reported  sick,  most  of  which  were  cases  of  common  colds  and 
very  few  cases  necessitated  absence  from  duty. 

For  a  detailed  report  of  the  two  regiments,  reference  is  made  to 
the  report  of  the  Brigade  Inspector,  which  is  attached  and  made 
part  of  my  report.

FIRST  REGIMENT. 

ARMS  AND    EQUIPMENTS. 

The  arms  are  «  f  the  models  of  1873  and  1884,  and  are  not  kept  in 
the  best  condition  possible.  Some  pieces  showed  abuse,  and  many 
of  them  should  be  replaced.  Company  Commanders  should  require 
their  men  to  keep  their  pieces  in  better  order. 

The  equipments  are  of  the  U.  S  Army  regulation  patterns  and 
are  all  pood. 

CLOI  III  Mi 

Ad  the  clothing  of  this  regimenl  conforms  strictly  to  the  U.  S. 
Army  regulations,  the  men  appearing  only  in  fatigue  uniform.  All 
the  uniforms  are  still  serviceable,  hut  some  begin  to  show  the  effects 
of  weai-  and  tear.  Only  a  few  overcoats  have  been  issued.  Sufficient 
were  supposed  to  have  been  distributed  for  the  guard,  but  every  night 
some  of  the  men  had  to  go  without  Some  of  the  nights  were 
extremely  cold,  and  battalion  ami  company  commanders  should 
have  manifested  sufficient  regard  for  the  comfort  of  their  men  on 
guard  to  sic  that  they  had  overcoats,  for  they  were  obtainable  for 
that  purpose;  on  the  contrary,  some  of  the  officers  did  not  concern 
themselves  about  the  matter. 

DRILLS  AND  CEREMONIES. 

* 

The  formation  for  drills,  etc.,  were  noticeably  more  prompt 
than  in  former  encampments.  A  few  company  commanders  were 
slow  forming  their  commands  for  company  drills  at  first,  hut 
improved  toward  the  latter  pari  of  the  encampment 

All  the  drills  were  very  lair,  battalion  drills  being  very  much  bet- 
ter than  those  of  the  previous  encampment  The  non-com  missioned 
officers  deserve  commendation  for  the  improvement  which  they 
exhibited.     Until  this  encampment  very  few  non-commissioned  ofh- 
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cers  were  able  to  instruct  their  men  on  the  drill  ground,  hi  some 
instances  officers  showed  less  familiarity  with  the  drill  regulations 
than  the  non-commissioned  officers  under  them.  Company  com- 
manders should  insist  more  upon  precision  in  details. 

There  was  no  improvement  manifested  in  any  of  the  ceremonies. 
At  nearly  all  some  balk  was  made,  generally  by  an  officer  or  officers 
which  marred  the  whole  formation.  At  the  Governor's  review  a 
number  of  officers  saluted  by  elevating  the  sword  until  the  hilt  was 
at  the  height  of  the  chin  and  resumed  the  carry  without  lowering 
the  point.     Some  failed  to  salute  at  all. 

SCHOOLS    FOR    INSTRUCTION. 

Schools  for  instruction  of  officers  and  men  were  held  daily  during 
cam]),  and  beneficial  results  were  immediate. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  generally  was  good.  Prompt  and  cheerful  obedi- 
ence was  rendered.  The  chief  breach  of  discipline  was  running  the 
guard  at  night.  The  most  serious  breach  of  discipline  occurring  in 
this  regiment  during  the  year  was  as  follows  :  The  drum-major  re- 
fused to  obey  an  order  given  him  by  an  officer,  using  language  preju- 
dicial to  good  order  and  military  discipline.  He  was  tried  by  court- 
martial,  plead  guilty  of  the  charge  as  preferred,  made  what  was 
deemed  an  ample  apology,  was  lined  nominally  and  was  repri- 
manded. 

QTTABD  DUTY. 

The  men  performed  this  very  important  duty  the  best  they  could. 
They  understood  very  well  the  fundamental  principle  of  guard  duty  : 
viz  ,  to  pass  no  one  in  or  out  of  camp  without  proper  authority,  and 
they  enforced  compliance  rigidly.  Beyond  this,  their  knowledge  of 
a  sentinel's  duty  was  very  meager.  Sentinels  could  not  advance  per- 
sons properly  nor  give  correctly  the  various  calls.  Very  many  offi- 
cers  and  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  guard  were  no  better  in- 
formed, and  these  managed  to  nullify  the  work  of  the  officers  who 
were  well  posted.  Guard  duty  was  a  slight  improvement  over  that 
at  Camp  Blennerhassett,  but  it  was  far  from  being  well  done.  The 
company  officers  are  entirely  responsible  for  this  state  of  affairs,  for  a 
very  few  armory  drills  would  have  made  the  men  proficient. 


STAFF  DEPARTMENTS. 
ADJUTANT. 

This  regiment  is  to  be  complimented  upon  the  excellent  manner 
in  which  records  and  files  are  kept.  All  records  were  complete  to 
date  of  inspection. 
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quartermaster. 

The  Regimental  Quartermaster  makes  no  purchases  or  contracts. 
His  supplies  arc  received  from  the  Brigade  Quartermaster,  based 
upon  a  consolidated  requisition  made  from  the  requisitions  of  com- 
pany commanders  No  camp  equipage  is  owned  by  the  State,  ex- 
cept army  stoves  of  the  latest  pattern,  which  were  used  for  the  first 
time  at  this  encampment,  and  were  a  great  improvement  over  the 
Dutch  ovens  previously  used.  The  Quartermaster  had  no  regular 
detail,  men  being  furnished  him  when  needed. 

COMMISSARY. 

The  substitution  of  the  company  for  the  regimental  mess  was  a 
decided  change  for  the  better.  The  Brigade  Commissary  of  Subsis- 
tence issued  supplies  to  the  regimental  commissary,  based  upon  a 
consolidated  ration  return,  who  in  turn  issued  them  to  the  company 
cooks,  taking  the  1st  sergeants'  receipts  therefor.  At  first  there  was 
some  trouble  caused  by  cooks  preparing  too  much  of  the  day's  rations 
for  the  first  two  meals;  but  economy  was  soon  learned,  and  there 
were  no  complaints  as  t<>  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the  food.  The 
regimental  commissary  of  subsistence  inspected  supplies  so  far  as 
weights  and  quantities  were  concerned,  but  only  partially  as  to 
quality. 

SURGEON. 

The  sick  were  given  very  careful  surgical  attendance,  but  sufficient 
facilities  were  not  provided  for  this  department.  Cots  were  not  sup- 
plied for  the  hospital  tents  early  enough  in  the  encampment.  The 
hospital  arrangements  were  sufficient  for  cases  of  ordinary  sickness, 
Imt  were  not  such  as  could  deal  witli  an  emergency  case  such  as  may 
be  expected  at  t  hese  encampments  The  number  of  sick  averaged 
about  2  per  cent ,  the  prevailing  disorders  being  catarrhal  troubles 
and  indigestion. 

FIELD   AND   STAFF. 

There  were  three  vacancies ;  viz,,  Colonel,  Assistant  Surgeon  and 
Signal  ( Ifficer.  The  balance  of  the  Field  and  Staff  was  present.  The 
I  n  spec)  or  of  Rifle  Tract  ice  was  detailed  as  battalion  commander  and 
the  Paymaster  acted  as  commissary  of  subsistence.  The  entire  non- 
commissioned Staff  was  present.

( 'ompany  ( '.  —Total  strength,  38  :  present,  one  officerand  nine  men  ; 
Captain  absent  with  leave ;  one  officer  and  eight  men  on  duty;  four 
men  sick  and  fourteen  absent  without  Leave.  Arms,  models  of  1873 
and    1884,    in   goo  1    condition.     Equipments   and    uniforms   good. 
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General  appearance  fair.  This  company  has  an  armory  10  bj  80 
feet,  win 'iv  they  meet  for  an  hour's  weekly  drill.  Have  had  no 
schools  for  instruction  or  targel  practice  during  the  year,  nor  were 
they  practiced  in  simulated  guard  mount  and  guard  duty.  The 
company  fund  amounts  to  about  $30  00. 

Company  D. — Total  strength,  16 ;  present,  one  officer  and  thirty- 
three  men  :  one  officer  and  two  men  absent  with  leave  :  <  laptain  and 
eight  men  on  duty.  Arms,  model  of  1873,  in  bad  condition.  Equip- 
ments need  blacking  and  some  old  ones  should  be  replaced.  Uni- 
forms are  in  fair  condition  and  lour  fatigue  uniforms  are  needed. 
A  number  of  men  in  ranks  wore  society  badges  General  appearance 
fair.  This  company  has  improved  considerably  since  lasl  inspection. 
It  has  a  small  armory  25  by  40  feet,  and  drills  outside  when  the 
weather  permits.  In  winter  drills  are  held  monthly  and  are  of  aboul 
four  hour's  duration.  At  other  seasons,  they  drill  for  one  hour 
weekly.  Only  a  Hunted  amount  of  practice  was  given  the  men  in 
simulated  guard  mount  and  general  guard  duties  during  the  year. 
A  range  of  only  200  yards  is  obtainable,  and  no  regular  targel  prac- 
tice was  held.  The  Captain  has  been  holding  schools  for  instruction 
when  the  weather  did  not  permit  drills.  This  company  has  no 
funds,  having  expended  all  its  money  in  repairing  and  cleaning 
uniforms  and  equipments 

Company  E. — Total  strength,  43;  present,  2  officers  and  21  men  : 
absent  with  leave,  7  men  :  absent  without  leave,  1  officer  and  6  men  ; 
on  duty,  6  men  Arms,  model  of  1884,  in  good  condition.  Uni- 
forms new  and  equipments  good.  Genera]  appearance  good.  This 
company  contains  excellent  material  and  bids  lair  to  becoc 
one.  The  Captain  executed  "  Inspection  Sword  "  on  approach  of 
the  Inspector.  Drills  of  one  hour  each  have  hen  held  semi-weekly. 
Their  armory  is  45  by  100  feet.  Men  have  been  allowed  to  lire 
about  ten  rounds  apiece  at  100  yards,  but  no  record  was  kept  of  the 
-cores  made.  The  company  had  no  school  for  instruction  or  simu- 
lated guard  mount  with  instructions  in  guard  manual  prior  to  com- 
ing into  cam]).     No  money  in  company  treasury. 

( lompany  F—  Total  strength,  42:  present,  2  officers  and  2<>  men  : 
absent  with  leave,  2  men:  7  men  on  duty:  balance  absent  without 
leave.  Arms,  model  of  1S7.°>.  in  poor  condition  and  without  gun 
slings.  Equipments  fair,  but  some  of  them  are  old  pattern  Uni- 
forms,  old.     General  app  col  very  good       This  company  has 

also  improved,  and  if  it  remains  in  the  service  will  need  an  entirely 
new  outfit.  It  holds  weekly  outdoor  drills  of  from  one  to  two  hours 
each,  and  lias  a  small  armory,  36  by  36  feet.  A  portion  of  the  drill 
time  is  devoted  to  school  for  instruction  and  the  men  were  practiced 
during  the  year  in  guard  duties.  The  company  fund  amounts  to 
about  $10000. 

Company  G. — Total  strength,  15  :  present.  2  officers  and  l'.t  men  : 
absent  with  leave,  6  men;  absent  without  leave,  9,  and  on  duty,  8 
men  :  1  man  sick.  Arm-,  model  of  1873,and  kept  in  a-  goodbrderas 
it  is  possibe  to  keep  old  pieces.  -I.  Cole,  an  enlisted  man  in  this 
company,   deserves  special  mention  for  the  excellent  condition  of  Ins 
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piece.  In  violation  of  regulations,  the  non-commissioned  officers 
wore  gilt  chevrons  on  their  blouses.  Uniforms  were  in  very  poor 
condition,  marring  the  general  appearance  of  the  command.  Equip- 
ments, fair.  The  Company  has  an  armory  too  small  for  drill 
purposes.  Drills  lake  place  weekly,  when  the  weather  permits; 
average  length  of  same,  one  hour.  Targel  practice  was  held  three 
times  during  the  year  and  schools  for  instruction  were  held  weekly. 
The  Company  fund  amounts  to  $35.00. 

Company  II.-  Total  strength,  32  ;  present,  one  officer  and  twelve 
men  :  absent  with  leave,  Captain  and  four  men  ;  on  duty,  two  men 
and  the  balance  absent  without  leave.  Arms,  model  of  \s~:),  in  fair 
condition.  Uniforms  and  equipments  good.  Some  boxes  were 
closed  during  inspection.  General  appearance  good.  TheCompany 
has  an  armory  25x50  feet,  and  drills  from  one  hour  to  an  hour  and 
a  half  weekly.  During  the  year  the  men  had  no  practice  in  guard 
mount  or  guard  duty.  Target  practice  was  held  three  times  ;  once 
at  100  and  twice  at  200  yards.  No  score  given  inspector.  School 
for  instruction  meets  once  a  week.  No  Company  fund.  This 
Company  is  not  doing  as  well  as  it  promised  last  inspection. 

Company  K. — Total  strength,  32;  present,  one  officer  and  eighteen 
men  ;  one  officer  and  ten  men  on  duty  and  one  sick  :  one  man 
absent  without  Leave.  Arms,  model  of  1884,  in  good  condition. 
Uniforms  and  equipments,  good.  General  apperance  good.  Captain 
executed  ••Inspection  Sword"  when  inspecting  officer  approached. 
This  Company  has  an  armory  20x100  feet,  where  it  meets 
semi-weekly  for  drills,  which  last  one  hour.  No  school  for 
instruction  has  been  established.  The  men  were  practiced 
in  similated  guard  mount  and  were  instructed  in  the  manual  of 
guard  duty  before  coming  to  camp.  The  company  fund  is  about 
$4.00. 

Hand — The  hand,  20  musicians  and  a  drum  major,  is  a  good  one. 
Uniforms,  instruments  and  general  appearance,  good.  At  inspection, 
'_'  musicians  were  absent  with  leave  and  one  without.

SECOND  REGIMENT. 

AND    EQUIPMENTS. 

The  arms  of  this  regiment  arc  of  the  model-  of  1873  and  1884. 
Generally  speaking,  they  are  in  fair  shape,  but  there  are  some  that 
are  broken  and  worthless. 

Equipments  are  good  and  of  the  prescribed  pattern. 

CLOTHING. 

The  clothing  is  good  and  all  of  the  U.'S.  Army  regulation  style 
This  regiment  is  in  the  same  shape  as  the  First  in  regard  to  over 
coats,  which  are  badly  needed. 

DRILLS    AND    CEREMONIES. 

The  drills  of  this  regiment  showed  great  improvement  as  compared 
with  last  year.  I  noticed  quite  a  number  of  Ciptains  preceding  their 
commands  by  their  company  letter.  The  non-commissioned  officers 
of  the  Second  Regiment  also  show  very  marked  improvement. 

The  ceremonies  were  no  better  than  last  year,  and  could  not  be 
termed  fair 

SCHOOLS    FOR    INSTRUCTION. 

Schools  for  instruction  convened  every  day,  and  the  benefits  were 

manifest 

DISCIPLINE. 

With  the  exception  of  unauthorized  absences  from  camp,  (he  dis- 
cipline was  very  fair  The  most  serious  case  of  breach  of  discipline 
reported  from  this  regiment  during  the  year  occurred  at  ( 'amp  Kenna. 
A  corporal   of  the  guard,  visiting  a  sentinel  of  his  relief  mi  post  at 
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night,  went  out  smoking  a  cigarette.  He  was  promptly  placed  in 
arresl  and  the  next  morning  his  Colonel  ordered  him  confined  in 
the  guard  tent  twenty-four  hours. 

GUARD   DUTY. 

Guard  duty  was  understood  and  performed  in  about  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  First  Regiment,  and  the  same  amount  of  igno- 
rance of  the  instruction  contained  in  the  guard  manual  prevailed 
among  the  officers.  In  neither  regiment  could  the  large  majority  of 
the  sentinels  advance  persons  properly,  nor  repeat  correctly  the  vari- 
ous rails. 

STAFF  DEPARTMENTS.  * 

ADJUTANT. 

The  papers  of  this  department  were  not  in  camp  and  therefore 
could  not  be  inspected  The  Adjutant  assured  me  that  they  were 
not  written  up  to  date. 

OTHER   STAKF    DEPARTMENTS 

Din  regard  to  the  other  staff  departments — Quartermaster,  Com- 
missary and  Surgeon — the  remarks  upon  these  departments  of  the 
First  Regiment,  apply  to  the  Second  also 

FIELD  AND    STAFF. 

The  Quartermaster  was  absent  with  leave  and  the  Paymaster 
Without  leave.  The  field  and  the  balance  of  the  staff  officers  w  ere 
all  present.  The  entire  non-commissioned  staff  was  present.  A 
sergeant  of  the  color  guard  wore  a  commissioned  officer's  sword  In 
this  regiment,  instead  of  detailing  an  officer  to  act  as  commissary  of 
subsistence,  the  Commissary  Sergeant  was  instructed  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office,  and  was  allowed  to  wear  lieutenants  straps. 
When  beginning  the  inspection,  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  directed  the 
officers  of  the  first  company  to  remain  at  "Order  Sword."  while  they 
were  being  inspected.

Company  A — Total  strength,  forty-seven:  present,  three  officer's 
and  twenty  one  men;  eight  men  on  duty:  seven  men  absent  with 
leave  and  eight  without  leave.  Arms,  model  of  187-°..  in  fair  condi- 
tion. Uniforms,  good.  Equipments  need  blacking  badly.  General 
appearance  good.  This  company  holds  weekly  drills  of  one  hour 
each  in  an  armory  20  by  65  feet  During  the  year  they  were 
instructed  in  sentinels'  duties  hut  did  not  practice  simulated  guard 
mount.  Schools  for  instruction  met  weekly  and  some  target  practice 
was  held.      No  company  fund 
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Company  B. — Total  Btrength,  forty-four;  present,  Captain  and 
sixteen  men ;  First  Lieutenant  absent  without  leave  On  account  of 
imperfect  report  handed  me,  I  cannot  classify  the  absentees,  but  de- 
ducting a  reasonable  number  absent  from  this  formation  with 
authority,  would  still  make  an  unusally  larger  number  absent  withoui 
leave  Arms,  models  of  1873  and  1884  in  indifferent  shape  Equip- 
ments, good  and  general  appearance,  fair.  The  company  has  an 
armory  24  by  40  feet  and  drills  one  hour  weekly  This  company 
contains  some  good    material  and  properly   officered,  would  do  well. 

Company  C. — Total  strength,  titty-nine:  present,  two  officers  and 
twenty-nine  men:  on  duty,  one  office)  and  twenty  men  :  absent  with 
leave,  seven.  Arms,  models  of  ls7-">  and  1884,  were  issued  to  the 
cojnpany  in  had  condition,  and  are  kept  in  as  good  shape  as  could 
be  expected  Equipments  and  uniforms,  good  General  appear- 
ance, good  Drills  of  one  hour's  duration  are  held  weekly,  and 
schools  for  instruction  meet  with  the  same  frequency.  The  armory 
was  built  by  the  company  and  has  a  floor  space  thirty  by  one-hundred 
feet  The  men  lived  live  rounds  each  during  the  past  season,  but  I 
have  no  further  report  of  target  practice.  It  has  a  fund  of  $60  00. 
This  is  one  of  the  strongest  and  best  companies  in  the  State,  and  its 
Captain  deserves  special  mention 

Company  D. — Total  strength,  46;  present,  2  officers  and  23  men: 
1  officer  on  duty.  I  noticed  a  man  of  this  company  in  the  line  of  file 
closers  during  inspection  dressed  in  a  sergeant's  uniform,  but  wear- 
ing a  commissioned  officer's  sword  and  hell.  On  inquiry.  I  was  told 
that  he  had  been  '•'•detailed  to  art  as  lieutenant."  A  commissioned 
officer,  being  present  to  command,  there  was  no  necessity  to  detail  an 
additional  officer.  Besides,  in  the  absence  of  all  the  commissioned 
officers  of  the  company,  the  ranking  non-commissioned  officer  would 
have  been  in  command  and  would  take  his  station  as  prescribed  in 
the  Drill  Regulations  (Par.  666).  If  he  was  entitled  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  he  should  have  taken  his  proper  place  in  front  of  his 
company.  Arms,  models  of  1873  and  1884,  in  bad  condition,  some 
pieces  broken.  Most  of  the  equipments  were  good,  but  a  few  were 
very  poor  This  company  drills  weekly  two  hours  in  an  armory 
75  by  105  feet.  Practice  in  guard  mount  was  given  before  comingto 
camp.  School  for  instruction  meets  once  a  week  and  a  limited 
amount  of  targel  practice  was  had.  TheCaptain's  method  of  releas- 
ingmen  from  the  service  is  irregular.     Company  fund,  842.00. 

Company  E.-  Total  strength,  40 ;  present,  2  officers  and  10  men; 
on  duty,  1  officer  and  11  men;  balance  absent  without  leave.  Arms, 
model  of  ls70  in  good  condition.  Uniforms  and  equipments,  good. 
General  appearance,  lair.  Weekly  drills  of  one  hour  and  fifteen 
minutes  each  are  held.  Armory  is  'JO  by  80  feet,  with  folding  doors 
dividing  it  into  two  rooms,  giving  a  drill  hall  '20  by  45  feet.  Have 
had  several  targel  practices  at  distances  ranging  from  loo  to  500 
yards.  The  company  was  instructed  in  guard  duties  before  coming 
to  camp,  hut  no  regular  schools  for  instruction  were  held.  Company 
fund  amounts  to  aboul  $10.00 

Company  F. — Total  strength,  64 ;  present,  3  officers  and  20  men  ; 
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16  men  on  duty  :  5  men  absent  with  and  18  without  leave  ;  2  men  in 
arrest.  Arms,  models  of  1873  and  1884  ;  the  new  pieces  are  in  good 
condition,  but  the  old  ones  are  in  very  bad  shape.  Equipments  and 
uniforms,  good.  General  appearance,  fair.  Officers  remained  at 
•' Order  Sword"  while  being  inspected.  Although  the  Captain  was 
present,  the  1st  Lieutenant  was  in  command.  The  Colonel  stated 
that  the  captain  was  unable  to  take  charge  through  inexperience, 

Company*;  — Total  strength,  50;  present,  2  officers  and  15  men:

The  company  has  an  armory  29  by  60  feet,  where 
it  meets  weekly  for  an  hour  and  a  half  drill  Some  target  practice 
has  beenhad  The  men  were  drilled  in  simulated  guard  mount  and 
guard  duty  during  the  year.  School  for  instruction  meets  three 
times  per  month.     Company  fund  amounts  to  about  $20  00. 

Company  H. — Total  strength,  42;  present,  one  officer  and  nine 
men:  on  duty,  two  officers  and  nine  men;  balance  absent  without 
have.  Arms,  model  of  1884,  in  fair  condition.  Equipments  and 
uniforms,  good.  General  appearance,  lair.  The  armory  of  the 
company  is  24x40  feet.  Drills  are  held  once  a  week  of  an  average 
length  of  one  hour  and  fifteen  minutes.  Small  attendance  at  drills, 
occasioned  by  men  scattering  <>n  accout  of  closing  down  of  saw  mills 
where  the  majority  of  the  men  worked,  prevented  effective  in- 
struction during  the  year,  and  also  operated  against  target  practice. 
Schools  for  instruction  met  semi-monthly.  No  cash  on  hand  at. 
time  of  inspection 

Company  I. — Total  strength,  36  ;  present,  two  officers  and  twenty- 
one  men  ;  one  officer  absent  with  leave  and  ten  men  absent  without 
leave;  two  men  on  duty.  Arms,  all  model  of  1873,  except  one  of 
1884,  in  fair  condition.  Equipments  and  general  appearance,  good. 
This  company  drills  weekly  for  one  and  one-half  hours  in  armory  20 
x90  feet.  Some  target  practice  was  held  during  the  year,  hut  I  have 
no  report  showing  extent  of  same.  Simulated  guard  mount  and 
guard  duty  was  practiced  during  tie.'  year.  The  company  fund 
amounts  to  about  860.00. 

Company  K. — Total  strength,  59  :  present,  three  officers  and 
twenty-six  men:  on  duty,  twenty-one  men,  and  nine  men  absent 
without  leave.  Anns,  model  of  1884,  in  very  good  condition ;  two 
men  were  present  without  arms,  stating  that  their  pieces  had  been 
stolen  at  the  guard  tents.  Uniforms  and  equipments,  good.  This 
company  was  recently  organized  and  bids  fail-  to  become  a  good  one. 
It  has  an  armory  40x60  feet,  and  drilled  three  times  a  week  from  its 
organization  to  the  time  of  coming  to  camp  ;  average  length  of  drills, 
one  and  one-half  hours.  A  school  for  instruction  has  been  establish- 
ed, meeting  alternate  weeks.     No  company  fund. 

Band. — Total  strength,  drum  major  and  22  musicians;  present 
drum  major  and  19  musicians:  3  musicians  at  homesick.  Instru- 
ments and  general  appearance,  good.

REMARKS. 

The  same  fault  was  observable  in  the  execution  of  "Inspection 
arms"  by  a  very  large  number  of  men  of  this  regiment  as  was  no- 
ticed in  the  last. 

Taken  as  a  whole  this  regiment  is  in  a  fair  shape  and  with  proper 
attention  to  minor  details  will  be  very  proficient. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  conclusion,  1  would  respectfully  recommend: 

First — The  examination  in  Drill  Regulations  of  all  officers  and 
non-commissioned  officers  befoue  issuing  commissions  or  warrants  to 
them.  The  State  Militia  Law  (sec.  18),  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  non-commissioned  officers,  says:  "  Hut  no  warrant  shall  he 
issued  to  any  person  until  he  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination in  the  tactics  of  the  soldier  "  This  law  should  he  enforced, 
and  should  he  extended  to  reach  officers  This  would  secure  better 
service  to  the  State 

Second — That  officers  he  notified  by  order  that  they  will  be  lined 
if  found  unfamiliar  with  the  Manual  Guard  Duty  at  the  next  en- 
campment. Poor  work  done  by  sentinels  is  entirely  due  to  the  offi 
cers'  ignorance  of  this  character,  and  should  not  lie  tolerated  any 
Longer. 

Third — That  a  determined  effort  he  made  by  National  Guard  offi- 
cers to  get  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  sufficient  funds  for  the  State 
military  to  permit  the  payment  of  a  per  diem  to  the  men

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  regarding 
the  West  Virginia  National  Guard,  as  required  by  letter  from  the 
Adjutant  General's  oilier,  dated  September  25,  1893  : 

\n  pursuance  of  telegraphic  orders  from  the  A.  G.  0.,  dated  Sep- 
tember '_;-3,  1893,  I  proceeded  to  Kanawha  City,  near  Charleston, 
West  Virginia,  having  previously  reported  to  the  Governor  of  *he 
State  by  letter.  Upon  my  arrival  at  Charleston  I  also  reported  in 
person  to  the  Adjutant  General  and  was  presented  by  him  to  the 
Governor 

I  proceeded  to  the  encampment  on  the  28th  instant  and  reported 
my  arrival  to  the  Commanding  Officer  thereof. 

The  encampment  was  held  on  a  level  plain  of  considerable  extent 
f'oni'  miles  above  the  City  of  Charleston.  It  was  accessible  by  both 
railroad  and  water  transportation.  The  site  was  excellent,  consider- 
ing the  season  It  was  reported  as  malarious  at  some  seasons,  and. 
being  devoid  of  shade,  would  have  been  intensely  hot  in  summer. 
The  sick  seldom  exceeded  five  per  cent.  The  maneuvering  ground 
was  covered  with  a  heavy  growth  of  a  kind  of  coarse  grass  two  to 
three  feet  in  height,  which,  having  been  cut,  rendered  it  slightly  uneven 
and  extremely  slippery,  and  thus  detrimental  to  accurate  marching. 

The  entire  National  Guard  was  assembled,  the  troops  traveling  to 
and  from  the  encampment  in  good  order  They  remained  in  camp 
about  six  days.  Duringthe  time  guard  duty  was  performed  Squad, 
company  and  battalion  drills  were  held  daily.  Several  parades  ami 
one  review  were  held.  Non-commissioned  officers'  schools,  under 
company  commanders,  were  ordered  daily  for  instruction  in  infantry 
drill  regulations.  In  some  cases  the  orders  were  not  strictly  carried 
out  ahd  in  others  the  company  commanders  were  so  ignorant  that 
their  schools,  though  correct  in  principle,  were  practically  ineffective. 
The  daily  officers'  schools,  under  battalion  commanders,  were  much 
better. 

Much  experience  was  gained   in  the  methods  of  supplying  troops 
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in  the  field.  Rations,  corresponds  n  ding  with  those  of  the  I  .  S. 
Army,  were  issued  daily  and  served  at  company  messes.  Companies 
were  supplied  with  good  mess  outfits,  including  the  improved  Buz- 
zacott  Army  Field  Ovens.  The  regular  ration  was  increased  by  the 
frequent  issue  of  eggs,  butter  and  vegetables  Several  companies 
purchased  other  edibles  from  company  funds  or  subscriptions  The 
bread  ration  of  sixteen  ounces  at  the  beginning, of  the  encampment 
proved  too  small  for  troops  inexperienced  in  its  economical  use.  It 
was  increased  to  eighteen  ounces. 

Much  improvement  over  the  last  encampment  was  noticed  in  the 
personnel  of  officers.  There  is  need  of  .-till  greater  improvement. 
The  personnel  of  non-commissioned  officers  showed  satisfactory  im- 
provement ill  the  past  year. 

The  discipline,  drills  and  maneuvers  were  better  than  at  the  last 
encampment.  No  held  exercises  other  than  those  mentioned  were 
attempted,  nor  with  the  presenl  condition  of  the  Guard  were  they 
practicable. 

Several  serious  breaches  of  discipline  occurred,  but  were  effectively 
treated.  One  enlisted  man  attempting  to  pass  the  guard  line 
was  severely  stabbed  with  a  bayonet  by  a  member  of  the  camp 
guard.  A  company  refused  to  perform  latigue  duty.  The  trouble 
was  soon  settled  by  the  detail  of  another  company  under  an  efficient 
and  determined  commander,  to  compel  obedience  by  force,  if  neces- 
sary. The  show  of  determination  and  force  was  sufficient- 
Information  obtained  is  tabulated  under  the  various  sub-heads  of 
the  accompanying  table. 

In  making  the  following  recommendations  1  have  taken  into  con- 
sideration the  facts  that  the  West  Virginia  National  Guard  is  of  re- 
cent origin  as  an  organized  body,  the  appropriations  are  small,  and 
the  companies  are  widely  scattered,  officers  and  men  have  had  little 
opportunity  for  gaining  military  knowledge  by  observation  and  as- 
sociation, except  at  the  annual  encampments,  winch  last  but  six- 
days,  and  of  which  this  is  only  the  third. 

I  divide  my  recommendations  into  two  classes,  first  those  winch 
contemplate  changes  requiring  legislative  action  : 

.MILITARY  CODE   AND  INCREASED  APPROPRIATIONS 

The  legislature  should  be  asked  to  enact  a  new  military  code  or 
law  This  should  make  changes  in  the  organization  required  by  the 
new  drill  regulation,  define  more  definitely  the  duties  of  officers  and 
prescribe  accurately  the  methods  of  enforcing  discipline. 

State  appropriations  should  be  considerably  increased  until  the 
Guard  is  thoroughly  equipped  and  provided  with  suitable  armories. 
The  appropriation  should  lie  divided  and  certain  amounts  set  aside 
lor  specific  purposes. 

PAYMENT  OF  TROOPS 

The  greatest   improvement  could  lie  effected   by  the  payment  of 
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troops  when  on  duty.  The  guardsmen  of  West  Virginia  conic  from 
those  walks  of  life  where  compensation  is  necessary  for  every  day 
lost  from  civil  occupation.  In  this  regard  I  quote  the  opinion  of  a 
prominent  officer  : 

"Since  the  State  of  West  Virginia  lias  tailed  to  compensate  its 
•■  enlisted  men,  or  even  to  provide  proper  equipment,  armories  or 
■  facilities  for  drill,  the  men  arc  thrown  entirely  upon  patriotic  mo- 
'■  lives  as  the  only  incentive,  save  a  picnic  sentiment  for  sport  at  the 
•■annual  encampment  Patriotism  would  be  sufficient  in  time  of 
'•  public  danger  with  the  class  with  which  we  have  to  deal,  hut  asthe 
"  best  and  most  conservative  element  of  the  State  is.  and  must  he. 
••drawn  from  the  working  class  dependent  upon  labor,  they  fail  to 
"  appreciate  the  demands  of  the  National  Guard  service  and  the  ob- 
ligations of  the  enlistment  oath,  regarding  the  state  as  debtor  for 
••  each  days  service  and  naturally  opposing  all  restrictions  and  discip- 
••  line  While  the  commanders  of  companies  may  have  the  legal 
" right  to  enforce  discipline  and  drill  attendance,  they  cannot  con- 
••  vince  the  men  of  any  moral  obligation  and  the  regular  channels  of 
••  punishment  by  tine  are  slow,  ineffective  and  tainted  with  imposi- 
"  tion  upon  personal  rights.  In  this  respect  the  State  does  not  differ 
"  from  an  individual  and  the  enforcement  of  any  demand  must  he 
"  supported  by  compensation." 

EFFICIENCY   OF  OFFICERS. 

One  of  the  gr  safest  defects  of  the  guard  is  the  lack  of  experience  and 

training  of  many  of  its  officers  Ami"  yet  many  young  men  have 
keen  and  are  now  being  graduated  from  the  West  Virginia  Univer- 
sity with  from  four  to  six  years  training  in  its  Military  Department 
under  United  States  army  officers.  Closer  relations  should  be  main- 
tained with  these  young  men  by  the  guard,  and  to  this  end  they 
should  lie  called  upon,  either  as  cadets  or  graduates  to  enter  the  ser- 
vice of  the  State  from  which  they  receive  free  tuition  and  some 
perquisites.     A  law  to  tins  end  would  he  a  matter  for  consideration. 

MILITARY     ADVISORY   BOARD. 

For  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  suitable  military  code  to  present 
.to  the  Legislature  and  to  recommend  future  changes,  a  board  of  offi- 
cers should  be  convened.  Proper  expressions  of  opinion  from  all 
officers  regarding  the  welfare  and  improvement  of  the  guard  should 
he  invited  and  encouraged. 

The  following  recommendations  looking  toward  the  improvement 
of  the  guard  could  be  put  in  effect  without  further  authority  from 
the  Legislature : 

EXAMINATIONS    OF    OFFICERS. 

Rigid  examinations  should  he  prescribed  and  passed  by  all  offi- 
cers  before  being  commissioned.     The  State  should  be  spared  the  ex- 
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pense  of  arming,  clothing  and  equipping  companies  which  could  not 
bring  into  the  service  n  competent  complement  of  officers.  Such 
companies  arc  continually  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  State 
'They  lasl  but  a  shorl  time,  perform  little  or  no  duty,  cost  the  State 
perhaps  25  or  more  per  cent,  of  the  entire  appropriation  and  are 
mustered  out.  With  capable  officers  the  majority  of  these  compa- 
nies would  m>w  be  performing  efficient  service. 

BATTALION    ENCAMPMENTS. 

I  would  recommend  encampments  be  by  battalion  fortheensu- 
ing  year  and  by  regiment  the  year  next  following.  This  recom- 
mendation is  based  upon  the  mosl  important  fact  that  the  interior 
administration,  descipline  and  drill  of  companies  nerds  primary  at- 
tention which  cannot  be  given  in  large  encampments  of  short  dura- 
tion. , 

(  Hhcr  important  consideral  ion  arc  : 

First— That  it  would  tend  to  popularize  the  National  ( ruard  with  the 
people  The  legislators  and  the  people  at  large  are  not  familiar  with 
the  Guard  I  am  informed  that  the  greatest  difficulty  in  obtaining 
state  appropriations  arises  from  this  fact.  Four  battalion  encamp- 
ments being  held  at  different  points  in  the  state  would  remedy  this 
matter  to  a  great  extent 

Second — That  it  would  be  practical  economy  Locations  could  be 
selected  which  would  reduce  the  cost  of  transportation  to  a  minimum. 
The  administration  would  not  cosl  as  much.  Less  need  be  paid 
for  the  hire  of  horse s  and  tentage  Under  this  arrangement  the 
tentage  could  he  bought  outright  and  the  hire  saved  For  the  first 
ytar  the  tents  for  a  battalion  of  five  companies,  with  headquarters, 
tor  half  the  regimental  headquarters  and  hospital,  and  forguards  and 
store  tents,  could  he  purchased  for  $1,332.64.  The  next  year  half  of 
tents  for  brigade  headquarters,  the  remaining  regimental  tents  and 
those  lor  anoth<  r  complete  battalion  of  five  companies  could  he  pur- 
chased for  $1,104.11.  This  would  divide  the  expense  and  furnish  a 
means  for  the  State  to  acquire  this  most  important  element  of  field 
equipage  at  a  cost  probably  not  exceeding  the'rental  now  paid.  A 
detailed  scheme  could  he  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  State 
authorities  upon  application. 

CARE    OF    PROPERTY,    ARMORIES,    ETC. 

1  would  recommend  a  practical  and  accurate  system  be  adopted 
regarding  the  issue,  care  and  preservation  of  State  property .  Defi- 
nite regulations  should  be  made  and  strictly  enforced.  At  inspec- 
tions of  various  companies  ]  have  found  property  belonging  to  the 
State  not  accounted  for  upon  any  books  or  papers,  and  have  noticed 
arms  and  uniforms  being  used  for  other  than  the  public  service. 
Arms  and  accoutrements  generally  are  in  had  condition,  due  in  most 
cases  to  the  lack  of  storage  facilities  and  ignorance  orneglect  of  both 
officers  and  men  as  to  the  proper    manner  of  caring    for  them.      This 
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brings  forward  the  question  of  armories.  They  should  be  properly 
fitted  up  and  of  sufficient  size  to  be  of  use  for  indoor  instruction.  If 
the  means  of  the  State  are  not  sufficient  to  provide  suitable  armories 
for  all  the  companies  the  number  of  companies  should  be  reduced.  One 
company  commander  reports  the  largest  room  in  his  armory  as  20x20, 
another  the  necessity  to  build  with  his  own  hands  the  open  racks 
and  shelves  for  the  storage  of  the  company  property.  The  question 
of  instruction  of  officers  and  men  in  the  care  of  arms  is  also  brought 
forward. 

This  might  be  accomplished  by  the  detail  of  an  inspecting  and 
instructing  officer.  The  officer  on  duty  at  the  West  Virginia  Uni- 
versity might,  at  the  request  of  the  Governor,  be  detailed  for  this 
duty  without  interfering  with  his  work  at  the  University.  During 
the  winter  months  he  could  visit  the  various  companies  and  the 
State  would  be  at  no  expense  save  for  his  traveling.  The  damage  to 
arms  and  equipments,  owing  to  improper  care,  is  very  great  and  the 
cost  to  the  State  in  money  and  efficiency  could  be  saved  by  the 
means  recommended. 

ASSEMBLING  OF    TROOPS  AND  TRANSPORTATION. 

Practice  should  be  held  in  assemhlingy'ompanies  at  their  armories 
upqn  short  notice,  and  the  information  acquired  filed  at  various 
headquarters.  All  company  and  superior  commanders  should  have 
some  definite  idea  as  to  the  time  required  to  assemble  the  companies 
Questions  as  to  this  matter  and  the  probable  length  of  time  required 
to  reach  various  strategic  points  in  the  State  were  addressed  to  com- 
pany commanders.  One  company  reported  that  it  would  require 
forty-eight  hours  and  two  twelve  hours  to  assemble,  but  the  major- 
ity reported  from  one  to  six  hours 

The  unexpected  appearance  of  an  inspector  with  orders  for  the 
immediate  formatiom  of  companies  would  be  a  good  experiment. 
The  inspector's  notes  would  furnish  valuable  information.  Schemes 
for  the  concentration  of  battalions,  regiments  and  the  brigade  at  va- 
rious strategic  points  should  be  made  and  filed.  Contracts  for  the 
transportation  of  troops  in  cases  of  emergency  should  be  made  with 
the  railroad  companies. 

Regarding  this  encampment,  it  came  under  my  notice  that  rail- 
road agents  refused  to  honor  transportation  orders  issued  by  the 
Quartermaster  General.  The  baggage  of  two  companies  was  refused 
upon  the  train  transporting  them.  This  resulted  in  these  companies 
being  without  bedding  for  thirty-six  hours,  much  to  their  discom- 
fiture. 

CLOTHING. 

The  uniform  worn  at  the  encampment  was  the  fatigue,  cap,  blouse 
and  trousers,  corresponding  with  U.  S.  Army  regulation.  During 
the  past  year  the  issue  of  dress  uniforms  lias  been  suspended.  Con- 
sidering the  limited  appropriations,  this  was  a  very  judicious  step, 
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Blankets  and  overcoats  should  be  issued  as  soon  as  appropriations 
are  sufficient.  Campaign  bats  and  leggings  should  be  added  to  the 
uniform  now  issued.  Officers  should  not  be  furnished  the  material 
for  expensive  overcoats  until  the  men  are  provided.  Officers  arc 
furnished  material  for  their  uniforms  which  when  made  up  become 
their  personal  property.  A  regular  allowance  of  clothing  should  be 
prescribed  and  none  issued  beyond  its  limit.  For  companies  this 
allowance  might  depend  upon  the  number  of  men  and  the  per  cent, 
of  attendance  at  drills  and  encampments  during  the  year.  A  certain 
money  value  for  each  man  present  should  be  allowed  and  a  price  list 
of  clothing  issued.  With  this  data  commanding  officers  would  be 
more  economical  and  would  gain  definite  knowledge  regarding  the 
clothing  of  their  companies 

Band  uniforms  would  be  greatly  improved  by  theaddition  of  waist 
belts. 

EQUIPAGE. 

Some  of  the  troops  are  provided  with  blanket  hags,  haversacks  and 
canteens.  The  issue  of  these  articles  should  be  continued  as  fast  as 
appropriations  will  allow.  Field  belts  are  preferable  to  the  leather 
belts  and  McKeever  cartridge  boxes  now  worn.  They  require  less 
•  are  to  keep  in  good  order  and  are  more  serviceable.  Future  issues 
should  be  made  accordingly.  With  the  haversacks  should  be  issued 
the  meat  cans,  knives,  forks,  spoons  and  tin  cups  pertaining  thereto. 
Uniform  saddles  and  bridles  should  be  adopted. 

In  camp  equipage,  tentage  is  the  most  important  thing  required. 
Tins  matter  is  treated  under  another  head.  Shelter  tents  should  be 
added,  as  also  axes,  hatchets,  spades,  pick  axes,  cam))  kettles  and  mess 
pans. 

Strict  regulations  should  be  enforced  regarding  the  use  of  any  of 
this  property,  otherwise,  it  is  feared  it  would  become  the  custom  to 
lend  it  to  camping,  or  other  parties  and  it  would  soon  be  worn  out 
or  lost. 

RATIONS. 

The  rations  issued  were  good  and,  with  the  exception  of  soft 
bread,  sufficient.  The  issue  was  daily.  This  is  considered  too  often 
and  not  conducive  of  most  economical  use.  especially  for  non-perish- 
able items.  The  soap  and  candle  allowance  should  be  issued  for  the 
entire  period  of  the  encampment. 

Traveling  to  the  encampment,  troops  were  required  to  furnish 
their  own  rations.  The  journey  occupied  in  certain  companies,  18, 
21,  21,  30,  and]  ."»"d,  hours.  Travel  rations  should  he  provided  oi 
commuted  by  the  State  in  all  cases. 

The  system  of  issuing  rations  was  very  complex  and  caused  delay. 
A  simpler  and  equally  efficienl  method  could  be  found. 

TARGET   PRACTICE. 

Little  practice   bas.yetbeen  held.     This  matter  is  the  subject  of 
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the  special  attention  of  the  authorities  for  the  ensuing  year.  An  al 
iotment  of  $25  is  made  for  the  construction  of  a  target  range  at  each 
company  station.  It  is  doubtful  if  this  amount  will  be  sufficient  to 
acquire  the  right  to  use  suitable  ground  and  erect  targets.  A  400 
yard  range  built  this  year  at  this  point  cost  nearly  $100.  No  longer 
range  could  be  found  and  such  may  be  the  ease  at  some  of  the  com 
pany  stations.  However,  this  is  the  best  that  can  be  done,  but  the 
instruction  cannot  be  efficient  until  the  company  officers  in  charge 
of  practice  have  been  instructed.  To  this  end  the  officers  of  each  reg- 
iment might  be  assembled  in  the  spring  at  some  central  point  for  a 
few  days  practice  under  a  competent  instructor. 

OUARD    DUTY. 

Guard  duty,  while  not  accurately  performed,  was  still  efficient. 
The  constant  changes  in  the  manuals  adopted  led  to  many  misun- 
derstandings. Instruction  in  simulated  guard  duty  should  be  con- 
tinued at  certain  parts  of  the  year,  taking  the  place  of  drills.  All  of 
ficers  and  non-commissioned  officers  are  not  provided  with  manuals. 
They  should  be. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Regulations  regarding  the  company  fund,  its  keeping  and  expend- 
ture  should  be  adopted. 

All  company  by-laws  should  be  uniform  in  many  -particulars. 
This  is  the  case  in  one  regiment  and  should  be  in  the  other. 

Ceremonies  not  laid  down  in  drill  regulations  should  not  he  prac- 
ticed at  camp. 

The  details  for  extra  and  special  duty  in  camp  should  be  reduced 
to  a  minimum,  so  that  companies  could  turn  out  larger  percentages 
of  available  strength. 

Letter  received  and  sent  hooks,  with  indexes,  should  be  issued  to 
all  offices  of  record.  Orders  of  the  same  class  should  be  of  uniform 
size'  for  convenience  in  filing,  and  the  tiles  provided. 

If  the  detail  of  an  army  officer  at  the  encampment  is  desired,  early 
application  should  be  forwarded  to  the  War  Department.  The  War 
Department  order  should  be  issued  in  time  to  allow  the  officer  to 
formulate  the  instruction  desired  and  gather  the  information  re- 
quired. 

CONCLUSION. 

During  the  past  year  many  improvements  have  been  effected,  and 
I  believe  the  State  authorities  are  thoroughly  in  earnest  in  their  de- 
termination to  still  further  improve  the  Guard.  In  the  foregoing  1 
have  given  my  opinion  as  to  some  of  the  means  for  accomplishing 
this  purpose. 

I  was  assigned  to  no  special  duty  during  the  encampment.  Many 
of  the  officers  interviewed  me  in  regard  to  their  duties.     Following 
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the  general  policy  pursued  last  year  I  made  observations  of  the  en- 
campment, drills  and  slate  of  discipline  and  invited^the  attention  of 
the  proper  commanders  to  errors  and  imperfections  noted.  My  pre- 
vious association  with  the  Guard  and  acquaintance  with  the  officers 
aided  me  greatly  in  the  work  of  instruction. 

To  the  Governor  and  all  the  officers  I  take  this  opportunity  of  ex- 
pressing my  gratitude  for  the  uniform  consideration  shown  and  the 
many  courtesies  extended  me.  Respectfully  submitted,

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  year 
1894.  Weekly  evening  drills  have  been  held  more  or  less  regularly 
throughout  the  year  and  target  practice,  which  was  ordered  to  be  held 
during  the  target  season,  has  been  accomplished  by  some  and 
neglected  by  others.  Up  to  tins  date  I  have  not  been  able  to  obtain 
reports  upon  target  practice 

A  part  of  my  command  was,  by  direction  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  engaged  in  enforcing  the  laws  of  tin.' State  in  March  in  the 
Kanawha  coal  district,  and  in  June  at  Boggs  Run,  where  an  attempt 
was  made  by  striking  miners  to  prevent  the  handling  of  coal  trains 
by  the  B.  &  0.  R.  R.  Detailed  reports  of  these  operations  have  been 
submitted  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  refer  to  them  further  here. 

Pursuant  to  General  Order  No  7.  A.  G  0  ,  Charleston,  June  20, 
1894,  the  annual  encampment  was  held  at  Martinsburg,  West  Vir- 
ginia, beginning  July  26.  A  slow  improvement  in  discipline  and 
instructions  was  observed,  showing  that  even  under  the  weakness 
and  disadvantage  of  the  present  law  some  progress  is  being  made, 
but  it  also  demonstrated  that  unless  the  law  is  improved,  satisfactory 
progress  can  not  be  made.  For  a  detailed  report  of  the  strength  and 
condition  of  the  two  Regiments  at  the  encampment,  reference  is 
made  t(  the  report  of  the  Brigade  Inspector,  which  is  attached  and 
made  part  of  my  report.  The  errors  ami  delects  thus  reported  have 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Regimental  Commanders  in 
orders  issued  from  these  headquarters  requiring  them  to  he  remedied. 
Reference  is  also  made  to  the  following  order  as  showing  the  hours 
employed  daily  at  camp  in  drills  and   instruction  :

Par.  VI. — All  persons  not  belonging  to  the  camp  must  he  outside 
of  the  chain  of  sentinels  at  tattoo,  unless  they  have  permission  from 
these  headquarters  to  remain. 

At  the  last  note  of  the  taps  all  lights  must  be  extinguished,  except 
those  properly  authorized  to  remain  lighted.  Company  Command- 
ers and  First  mts  will  be  permitted  to  have  lights  until  mid- 
night; Battalion,  Regimental  and  Brigade  Headquarters,  as  long  as 
required. 

1'ar.  VII. — Passes  may  be  granted  by  Regimental  C manders  to

allowed  in  camp.  It  is  the  duty  of  both  commissioned  and  non- 
commissioned officers  to  promptly  arrest  and  confine  offenders  against 
good  order  and  military  discipline,  and  the  commanding  officers  of 
offenders  should  see  that  they  are  quickly  and  adequately  punished 
No  straw  must  beset  on  tire  in  camp  while  tents  are  standing. 

Par.  IX — All  persons,  both  soldiers  and  civilians,  are  cautioned 
that  the  strictest  respect  and  attention  must  be  paid  to  sentinels. 
Those  who  disregard  this  will  do  so  at  their  peril

At  the  schools  the  recitations  were  in  Tactics  and  Regulations  and 
administration  of  the  public  business,  and  the  Tacticsas  recited  were 
applied  in  the  drills. 

The  importance  of  Target  Practice  to  familiarize  the  men  with  the 
skillful  use  of  their  weapons  can  not  be  overestimated  1  hear  indi- 
rectly of  some  practice  being  held  hut  have  not  been  able  to  get 
systematic  reports  Regimental  Commanders  who  are  responsible  to 
me  for  these  reports,  have  demonstrated  that  they  have  done  every- 
thing in  their  power  to  obtain  them  without  avail.  Their  orders 
and  appeals  fall  sometimes  on  indifferent  ears  and  this  will  always 
be  so  until  funds  are  provided  and  proper  courts  are  established  to 
enforce  the  necessary  attention  to  the  public  business. 

It  would  lie  obviously  unjust  to  criticise  those  Regimental  and 
Battalion  Commanders  who  have  exhausted  their  means  for  perform- 
ing their  executive  duties.  A  knowledge  of  no  funds  and  the  un- 
certainty of  the  present  law  make  it  impracticable  to  conduct  the 
military  business  of  the  State-  properly,  and  affords  a  marked  object 
lesson  of  the  necessity  to  provide  adequate  machinery  to  enforce  the 
desired  discipline  and  efficiency. 

For  three  years  past  attention  has  been  called  in  orders  to  the 
inefficiency  of  guard  duty  and  methods  suggested  and  prescribed  in 
orders  and  circulars  showing  plainly  how  this  want  of  knowledge 
could  he  overcome  and  improvement  made  in  this  fundamental  duty. 
yet  the  last  encampment  showed  that  while  sonic  few  officers  had 
taken  pains  to  properly  instruct  their  men.  the  men  as  a  whole  had 
actually  retrograded  in  guard  duty  as  compared  with  the  year  before. 
The  same  indifference  is  seen  here,  founded  on  the  inability  of  Com- 
manding Officers  to  compel  obedience  to  orders. 

In  my  opinion  the  officers  are  willing  to  perform  their  duties,  but 
under  the  circumstances  arc  also  willing  to  procrastinate  and  delay 
and  thus  destroy  the  value  of  their  work.  A  report  on  Target  Prac- 
tice for  the  past  year,  on  which  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  Legis- 
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lature  cuuld  base  an  estimate  oi  the  efficiency  of  the  military  Arm  of 
the  State,  '"Ouiing  in  next  Spring  will  be  useless.  The  spur  of  com- 
pulsion is  needed  and  the  knowledge  of  (he  existence  of  power  to 
compel  will  have  the  desired  effect  and  very  tew  examples  will  suffice 
Lit  the  machinery  in  perfect  working  order 
The  hill  drawn  and  submitted  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  by  the 
hoard  of  officers  convened  for  that  purpose  is  designed  to  remedy  the 
deficiencies  in  the  present  law  and  furnish  the  necessary  funds  and 
authority  to  carry  on  the  military  business  of  the  state  in  a  proper 
manner.  In  the  interests  of  the  State.  1  earnestly  recommend  its 
adopt  ion.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to    submit   the    following   report   of  my 
inspection  of  the  1st  Brigade,  West  Virginia   National  Guard,  made 
in  pursuance  of  G.  0.  No.  11.  dated  Cam})  J.   B.  Jackson,  July  27 
1894  : 

First  Regiment. 

ARMS   AND    EU.UIPMENT8. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  arms  of  this  Regimenl  arc  very  fair,  hut  a 
number  oi'  pieces  need  repairs  and  a  few  should  he  replaced  by  new 
ones. 

All  the  equipments  are  good,  with  the  exception  of  one  company, 
which  has  old  style  boxes.  Some  beltsand  boxes  would  he  improved 
by  blacking. 

CLOTHING. 

Two  companies  of  this  Regiment  have  good  uniforms,  three  have 
fair,  and  the  clothing  of  one  is  poor.  The  need  of  overcoats  for  bad 
weather  was  again  manifest  at  this  camp,  men  having  to  remain  on 
guard  at  night,  in  a  drenching  rain,  without  proper  protection. 

drills  and  ceremonies. 

The   drills   and    ceremonies    showed    marked    improvement  over 
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former  years  ;  formations  were  more  prompt  am  ion  of  move- 

ments very  good.  .More  rigidity  of  position  in  rank.-  should  be  in- 
sisted upon  There  is  too  much  gazing  around  at  drills  and 
parades,  this  remark  applying  to  officers  as  well  as  men  For  the 
first  time,  extended  order  drills  wen-  held  and  they  were  very 
creditable.  The  regiment  can  be  complimented  upon  the  efficiency 
of  its  non-com  missioned  officers,  notably  among  the  First  Sergeants. 
Notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  said  on  the  subject,  some  officers 
will  persist  in  saluting  by  elevating  the  sword  to  the  height  of  the 
chin  and  resuming  the  carry  without  lowering  the  point. 

SCHOOLS   FOR  INST.RUC'I  l>>\ 

These  schools,  established  last  year,  were  held  every  day  and  to 
them  could  be  attributed  the  improvement  in  efficiency.  1  would 
advisethat  each  Company  Commander  be  required  to  hold  schools 
for  instruction  during  the  year  for  the  benefit  of  his  officers  and  non- 
commissioned officers,  having  them  recite  in  tactics  alter  or  before 
each  drill. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Discipline  in  camp  was  excellent,  about  the  only  trouble  being  un- 
authorized absences  from  camp,  but  even  this  prevailed  to  a  less  de- 
gree than  heretofore. 

OUARP  DUTY. 

1  regret  very  much  to  have  to  report  that  guard  duty  lias  taken  a 
decided  backward  step.  The  men  are  not  as  well  posted  as  they 
were  at  Camp  Kenna,  or  even  Blennerhassett  I  found  very  few- 
sentinels  who  could  properly  advance   -friend  with  the  countersign."

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QUARTERMASTER. 

The  supplies  in  this  department  are  handled  in  the  following 
manner:  Company  Commanders  make  their  requisitions  and  send 
them  through  Battalion  Headquarters  to  the  Colonel  for  approval. 
The  requisitions  arc  then  forwarded  to  the  Regimental  Quartermaster, 
who  receives  his  supplies  from  the  Brigade  Quartermaster,  giving 
proper  receipt.  The  supplies  are  then  issued  to  the  Company,  taking 
the  Captain's  receipt  for  same. 

COMMISSARY    OP    SUBSISTENCE 

Supplies  for  this  department  are  received  and  issued  in  about  the 
same  manner  as  in  the  Quartermaster's  department,  the  Commissary 
Officer  of  the  Regiment  consolidating  the  ration  returns  of  the  Com- 
pany Commanders  and  the  Regimental  Commissary  Sergeant  issu- 
ing same  to  the  Companies,  taking  the  Company  Commissary  Ser- 
geant's  receipts  therefor. 

SUBGEoN 

The  percentage  of  sick  was  very  low,  the  principal  sickness  being 
diarrhoea  resulting  from  the  use  of  limestone  water.  Instead  of 
issuing  medicine  to  the  men  to  be  taken  at  their  quarters  as  was 
formerly  done,  the  Surgeon  required  it  to  be  administered  at  the 
hospital  tent.     Tins  course  generally  made  the  first  dose  effective. 

OTHER  STAFF  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Paymaster  was  detailed  as  acting  Adjutant  of  the  second 
Battalion,  and  the  signal  officer  was  in  command  of  Company  C. 
The  inspectorship  of  rifle  practice  was  vacant.

Equipments  good,  and  general 
appearance  fair. 

Company  C  —The  Signal  Officer  was  detailed  in  command  of  this 
companv  '  He,  also,  faced  to  the  left  to  give  his  commands,  Arms. 
model  of  1873  and  1884,  in  fair  condition:  equipments,  good ;  uni- 
forms, only  fair,  many  needing  repairs  and  some  should  he  replaced 
by  new  ones  ;  general  appearance,  fair. 

Company  F  — Five  men  were  absent  from  this  formation  on  ac- 
count of  not  having  pieces.  Arms,  model  of  1873,  in  poor  condition. 
Uniforms,  fair, -but  equipments  are  all  old  style  and  should  he  re- 
placed by  new  ones.      General  appearance,  lair. 

Band— A  number  of  musicians  of  the  hand  allowed  their  music 
to  lie  on  the  -round  during  inspection.  Instruments,  uniforms, 
equipments  and  general  appearance,  good.       _

U  a  test  of  efficiency,  I  required  each  Battalion  and  Company  to 
execute  certain  movements,  handing  the  the  officers  their  slips  on 
the  held  and  taking  the  Battalions  and  Companies  just  as  Iran 
across  them  at  their "regular  drill*  I  gave  each  Battalion  nm e  move- 
ments in  the  school  of  the  Battalion,  and  cadi  (  ompanythe  Manual 
of  Arms  and  nine   movements.     The   same    movements  were  given 
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the  Battalion  Commanders,  but  the  slips  of  the  Company  Officers 
were  all  different. 

Some  of  the  Company  Officers  I  was  unable  to  catch  at  drill.  The 
following  is  the  result : 

First  Battalion. — The  Battalion  being  in  column  of  fours,  to  form 
front  into  line,  the  command  given  was  "1.  Battalion,  '2,  Left  front 
into  line,  3,  Double  time,  1.  March"  instead  of  '"Left  front  into 
line.  2,  March."  Only  six  of  the  nine  prescribed  movements 
could  he  executed  by  this  Battalion,  the  last  three  being  in  close 
column,  in  which  class  oi  movements  no  instruction  had  ever  been 
given.  What  was  done  ranged  from  poor  to  medium  Time  taken 
to  execute  six  movements,  eight  minutes. 

Second  Battalion. — In  forming  front  into  line  the  guides  were 
slow  coming  out.  When  the  command  to  "form  on  right  into  line" 
was  given,  the  leading  company  began  to  execute  "front  into  line," 
causing  confusion.  1  noticed  considerable  unsteadiness  in  ranks. 
In  close  column  the  file  closers  remained  at  full  distance  without 
being  corrected.  The  Major  commanded  ''Take  full  distance.  2, 
march,"  instead  of  1,  ••'fake  full  distance.  2,  guide  right,  (or  left), 
o,  march."  The  close  column  movements  were  all  explained  on  the 
field.  All  the  movements  might  be  rated  as  fair  and  the  time  taken 
was  thirteen  minutes. 

Company  C— The  company  was  m  command  of  its  First  Lieuten- 
ant, who  is  very  ignorant  of  his  duties,  lie  knew  very  few  com- 
mands and  did  not  stand  at  attention  while  giving  them.  The  man- 
ual was  very  good,  but  all  the  movements  in  the  school  of  the  com- 
pany were  ragged.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  fault  was  chiefly  with 
the  officer  in  command  and  not  with  the  men. 

Company  D.  —  This  company  has  made  great  improvement.     The 

Captain  was  in  command  and  theshowing  made  was  very  fair.  IV- 
ing  in  line  at  a  halt,  the  command  to  move  to  the  front  was  given 
without  announcing  the  guide.  The  Captain  carried  his  sword  im- 
properly. Time  occupied  in  executing  these  movements,  twelve 
minutes.     The  "front  into  line"  was  ragged. 

Company  E. — The  First  Lieutenant   was  in  command  of  the  com 
p'any    and    it  made  a    very  good  showing,  except  "charge   bayo 
•fix  bayonet"  and  ••forming  line  to  the    front  from  column  of  fours." 
The  latter  command    was  executed  in   double    time  and  the   pi 
were  allowed    to  remain  at  a  carry.     Time,  nine  minutes. 

( Jompany  F. — This  company  has  also  made  a  very  decided  improve- 
ment.    Under  the  Captain  they  did  very  well,  except    forming  "on 

right  into  line"  being  very  poor  After  the  Captain  finished  the 
First  Lieutenant  took  command,  and  the  work  was  not  anything 
like  as  well  done.  The  report  of  this  company  would  have  been 
much  better  had  there  not  been  spitting  and  talking  in  ranks  during 
inspection.      Time,  ten  minutes. 
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Company  H. — This  company  was  commanded  by  its  Captain. 
The  manual  was  very  fair.  The  turn  was  a  wheel,  and  "on  right 
into  line'  'was  very  poor.  The  balance  of  the  movements  were  very 
good.     Time,  eight  minutes. 

Company  K. — This  company  made  the  best  showing  in  the  Regi- 
ment Its  execution  of  the  manual  and  movements  in  the  school  of 
the  company  were  noted  for  precision  combined  with  speed.  About 
the  only  mistake  made  was.  the  Captain  commanded"!.  Right  for- 
ward, 2  Fours  Right,  3.  March,"  instead  of  "1.  Fours  right.  2. 
March."  as  required  by  his  slip.     Time,  six  minutes. 
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Second   Regiment. 

ARMS    AND  EQUIPMENTS. 

Two  companies  in  this  Regiment  have  very  poor  pieces,  the  bal- 
ance are  good.  The  equipments  are  good  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  scattered  here  and  there  through  the  Regiment. 

CLOTHING. 

All  the  uniforms  of  this  Regiment  arc  good.  In  regard  to  over- 
coats, the  same  need  is  felt  as  in  the  first.  There  are  only  a  few  in 
possession  of  the  men  and  those*seem  to  be  out  of  reach  when  want- 
ed for  the  guard. 

DRILLS  AND  CEREMONIES. 

The  Regiment  should  be  complimented  upon  the  efficiency  in 
drills  and  knowledge  of  ceremonies  attained.  The  men  reflect  credit- 
ably the  instruction  imparted  by  their  officers.  Formations  were 
prompt  and  as  a  general  thing  considerable  precision  was  displayed 
in  the  movements.  The  extended  order  drills,  undertaken  for  the 
first  time  at  this  encampment,  were  very  fair. 

SCHOOLS   FOR    INSTRUCTION 

To  the  work  of  the  schools  for  instruction  held  during  the  year 
and,  at  camp  is  directly  attributable  the  good  showing  made  by  this 
Regiment  as  a  whole.  In  no  other  way  could  the  strict  attention  to 
details  be  achieved. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  was  very  good,  no  serious  breaches  coming  under 
my  observation  beyond  a  few  unauthorized  absences. 

GUARD  DUTY. 

As  m  the  First,  the  Second  Regiment  is  far  behind  its  former  state 
of  efficiency  so  far  as  guard  duty  is  concerned.  The  manual  of  guard 
duty  can  be  learned  during  the  year  even  better  than  in  camp,  with 
its  distractions  from  study.      1   can   conceive  no  excuse  for  the  d< 

ranee  of  duties  displayed  by  sentinels.  In  camp  Is  the  time, 
especially  in  guard  duty,  to  apply  the  knowledge  gained  during  the 
year. 

As  a  general  thing,  the  officers  wen"  very  well  posted,  but  the  men 
km  w  next  to  nothing.  To  make  the  rounds  of  the  camp  and  do  the 
smallest  amount  of  instructing  was  no  easy  task. 
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STAFF  DEPARTMENTS. 
ADJUTANT. 

The  records  in  the  Adjutant's  office  were  correctly  and  neatly  kepi 
Papers  were  promptly  filed  and  everything  was  up  to  date. 

QUARTERMA8TER. 

There  is  a  difference  in  the  manner  of  handling  Quartermaster's 
requisitions  in  the  two  Regiments.  In  the  First,  after  the  requisi- 
tions reach  the  Colonel  they  are  sent  by  him  to  the  Regimental 
Quartermaster  before  going  to  Brigade  Headquarters  [n  the  Second, 
they  go  direct  from  the  Colonel  to  Brigade  Headquarters.  The  Reg- 
imental Quartermaster  does  not  see  the  requisitions  until  after  their 
return   to  his  Colonel. 

COMMISSARY  OF  SUBSISTENCE. 

The  affairs  of  this  department  are  administered  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  in  the  First  Regiment.  The  Commissary  Officer  had  an 
assistant. 

SURGEON. 

Diarrhoea  prevailed  to  a  small  extent  in  this  Regiment,  also  ;  il 
being  the  only  disorder  worthy  of  special  attention. 

OTHER    STAFF    DEPARTMENTS. 

The  paymaster  was  acting  Commissary  Officer,  with  the  Signal 
Officer  assisting  him.     The   Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  was  assigned 

to  special  duties  as  the  necessity  for  them  arose.     The  Chaplain  was 
absent  with  lea\  e 

OMPANIES    IN    DETAIL. 

FIRST    D  ATT  A  LI  »N 

Company  D. — "Inspection  Arms'3  was  executed  improperly  by  the 
majority  of  the  men.  Pieces  at  "port  arms"  were  held  in  a  very 
slovenly  manner  and  quite  a  number  of  dirty  pieces  were  (bund. 
Nearfy  all  the  arms  were  of  the  model  of  1873,  in  fair  condition; 
uniforms  and,  equipmenl  general  appearance,  fair. 

Company  H — Arms,   model    of  1884,  in    fair  condition,  but  there 
were  a  number  of  dirty  guns  in  this  command;  uniforms  and  equip- 
ts,  good,  and  general  appearance,  fair 

Company  E. — Arm-,  model  of  1873,  in  fair  condition;  uniforms 
Liood  :     equipments,    M'ood.  with    the    exception    of    a  few    old    ones. 
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which  should  be  replaced;  general  appearance,  good.  There  was 
entirely  too  much  gazing  around  by  the  men  while  standing  at  at- 
tention after  inspection. 

Company  15. — Anns,  model  of  1873,  in  good  condition.  Uniforms 
equipment  and  general  appearance,  good. 

Company  C. — Anns,  mode]  of  1873  and  1884,  in  good  condition ; 
unilorms  and  equipments,  good;  general  appearance,  excellent.  One 
man  had  chamber  closed  at  inspection.  The  men  snowed  considera- 
ble snap  in  handling  their  pieces 

SECOND  BATTALION. 

Company  G. — Arms,  model  of  1873,  except  six  of  1884.     The  old 
pieces  were  in   had  condition.     A  few  new  uniforms  are  needed,  but 
nearly  all  are  in  good  condition.     Equipment's  and  general  appear 
good.     One  box  was  closed  at  inspection. 

Company  I. — The  Captain  of  this  company  gave  the   command 
"1,  prepare  for  inspection,  2,  inspection,  3,  arms."  on  the  approach  of 
the  Inspector.     Arms,  models   of  1873  and  1884,  in  good  condition: 
uniforms,  equipments  and  general  appearance,  good. 

Company  A. — Arms,  models  of  1873  and  1884,  in  very  poor  con- 
dition :  uniforms,  equipments  and  general  appearance,  fair.  The 
men  were  very  slow  closing  boxes  after  inspection. 

Company  F.  —  Arms,  models  of  1873  and  1884,  in  fair  condition; 
A  great  number  y^i  uniforms  need  repairs.  Equipments  good  and 
general  appearance,  fair. 

Band. — Instruments,  uniforms,  equipments  and  general  appear- 
ance, good. 

In  violation  of  paragraph  740  of  the  Drill  Regulations,  officer- 
senior  in  rank  to  the  inspector,  posted  themselves  in  front  of  the 
column  instead  of  accompanying  him.  The  Assistant  Surgeon  did 
not  draw  his  sword.  The  Adjutant  gave  the  command  "First,  in- 
spection. Second,  instruments."  to  the  hand  with  his  sword  not 
drawn.  The  Colonel  gave  the  command -'First,  prepare  for.  inspec- 
tion. Second,  march"  t'rom'his  post  at  the  head  of  the  column,  in- 
stead of  from  the  flank  immediatly  after  breaking  into  column  of 
companies. 

The  staff  of  the  First  Battalion,  consisting  of  Adjutant  and  Ser- 
jeant Major,  was  posted  in  rear  of  the  Lieutenant  Colonel,  instead  of 
in  front  of  the  first  file  on  the  right  of  the  leading  company. 

All  the  company  commanders  of  the  Second  Battalion  saluted  tin- 
Inspector  on  his  approach. 
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The  test  field  work  of  this  Regiment  resulted  as  follow.-: 
First  Battalion. — This  Battalion  made  an  extremely  good  showing 
at  drill.  The  movements  were  executed  with  speed  and  precision. 
The  Commanding  *  )fficer  of  <  lompany  ( '.  preceded  all  his  commands 
with  his  company  letter.  The  Captain  of  the  leading  company  exe- 
cuted "on  right  into  line"  before  the  Lieutenant  Colonel  gave  the 
command,  "march."  The  Battalion  was  in  line  at  a  halt  and  when 
executing  "I  irst,  ( Jompanies  right,  Second,  march,"  the  pieces  should 
have  been  ear;-!  id  at  a  trail  instead  of  right  shoulder.  See  fourth 
section  of  par.  1  t(). i  The  ( !aptain  of  Company  D,  stood  at  ease  whiL 
the  Battalion  Commander  was  instructing  Time  occupied  with 
these  movements,  twelve  minutes. 

Second  Battalion.— This  Battalion  did  very  well  except  in  close 
column  movements,  in  which  no  instruction  had  been  given  until 
this  drill.  To  form  close  column  the  Major  gave  the  command 
"First,  form  in  close  column  on  first  company.  Second,  march,"  in- 
stead of  "First,  close  in  mass,  Second,  guide  right  (or  left),  Three, 
march."  In  breaking  into  column  of  companies,  the  right  guide  of 
the  leading  company  did  not  face  at  command  "Front."  There  was 
a  great  deal  of  gazing  at  the  feet  during  the  drill.  The  First  Lieu- 
tenant of  Company  A  volunteered  information  to  the  Major  while 
the  latter  was  explaining  the  (lose  column  movements  to  his  com 
mand.     Time,  eighteen  minutes. 

Company  A. — The  Company  was  first  in  charge  of  its  First  Lieu- 
tenant, who  commanded  "Attention"  instead  of  '-First.  Company. 
Second.  Attention."  The  manual  was  good  ant]  the  foot  movements 
fair  Time,  seven  minutes.  Under  the  Second  Lieutenant  the 
Company  did  not  do  so  well  and  took  nine  minutes  to  execute  the 
same  number  of  movements.  This  officer  held  his  sword  at  an  order 
when  giving  his  commands.  He  spoke  in  a  hesitating  manner  and 
not  sufficiently  loud.  He,  also,  set  the  had  example  of  spitting  in 
ranks.     There  was  considerable  talking  in  ranks  during  the  drill. 

Company  B. — The  Captain  called  his  men  to  attention  without 
drawing  his  sword.  The  Company  consisted  of  the  Captain,  two 
Sergeants  and  three  men  when  called  upon  for  this  part  of  my  in- 
spection. They  showed  considerable  proficiency  in  the  manual  of 
arms  and  nothing  else  was.  attempted.  The  Captain  had  been  in 
command  only  one  month,  but  will  make  a  good  officer  with  more 
experience. 

Company  C — This  Company  did  very  well  in  both  manual  and 
foot  movements.  In  marching,  the  leading  guide  brought  his  left 
foot  to  the  ground  with  a  stamp  almost  constantly.  ft  was  especially 
noticeable  in  the  first  step  taken  from  halt,  He  also  took  two  long 
steps  when  pivot  man.  Company  C  deserves  especial  mentien  in 
this  Regiment.  The  First  Lieutenant  was  the  only  Officer  present  at 
this  drill       Time,  eight  minutes. 
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Company  D. — The  First  Lieutenant  was  in  command  and  he  needs 
study.  He  gave  the  command  "Right  step"  and  failed  to  command 
•inarch  "  He  dressed  his  company  to  the  right  without  going  to 
tlic  Hank  and  did  not  command  "Front."  The  manual  was  well 
done  and  the  foot  movements  were  fair.  I  think  the  company 
would  have  made  a  better  showing  under  a  more  efficient  officer. 
To  oblique  to  the  right  the  command  was  "Right  Oblique,  forward 
march."     Time,  ten  minutes. 

Company  E. — The  First  Lieutenant  of  this  Company,  who  had 
command,  seems  to  lack  confidence  in  himself.  The  Company  did 
very  well  in  the  manual  and  loot  movements,  hut  in  counting  fours 
nearly  all  the  rear  rank  men  did  not  count.  Time,  seven  minutes 
The  Second  Lieutenant  acquitted  himself  very  well,  taking  about 
the  same  time  as  the  first  to  execute  the  same  number  of  move- 
ments. 

Company  F. — The  rating  of  this  company  is  only  fair.  The 
Second  Lieutenant  was  the  only  officer  present.  He  preceded  nearly 
all  his  commands  with  "Attention.  ;  ,v  F."     The  Guides  were 

very  slow  stepping  hack  in  opening  ranks.  There  was  a  great  deal 
of  talking  and  spitting  in  rank-.  The  Lieutenant  gave  thecommand 
"Right  forward;  second.  lours  right;  third,  march,"  and  ordered  his 
right  Guide  to  place  himself  in  front  of  No.  4  man  of  the  first  set  of 
fours  before  he  gave  the  command  of  execution.  Time,  nine  min- 
utes. 

Company  <!. — The  First  Lieutenant  was  in  command  of  this  com- 
pany. The  execution  of  the  manual  was  very  fair  and  the  foot 
movements  fair.  I  noticed  a  number  of  caps  without  devices.  The 
pieces  being  in  the  position  of  unfixed  bayonet,  the  Lieutenant 
exclaimed,  "Come  hack  to  an  order  there.'"  instead  of  giving  the 
proper  command.      Time,  seven  minutes. 

Company  H. — This  company  was  in  good  shape  All  three  of  the 
officers  were  present.  Under  the  Captain  the  manual  was  good  and 
so  were  the  foot  movements,  except  "on  right  into  line."  which  was 
poor  the  first  time1,  hut  improved  on  a  second  attempt.  Time,  six 
minutes.  The  First  Lieutenant  is  a  good  officer,  and  put  Ids  men 
through  tlie  work  assigned  him  in  about  live  minutes.  The  Second 
Lieutenant  consumed  ten  minutes.  The  latter  ha<l  only  been  recently 
commissioned,  and  made  a  number  of  mistakes,  the  principal  one 
being  the  ommission  of  the  command  of  execution  when  giving 
orders. 

Company  I. —The  Captain  failed  to  sec  that  the  guides  were  align- 
ed on  opening  ranks.  To  form  line  to  the  right  from  column  of 
fours,  the  Captain  gave  right  front  into  line  and  right  turn,  lie 
should  have  commanded,  fours  right.  Time,  ten  minutes.  The 
Company  did  well  in  the  manual  and   foot   movements.     The   First 
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Lieutenant  was  not  at  all  conversant  with  his  duties.  He  knew  very 
few  of  the  commands  and  was  continually  being  prompted  by  one  of 
his  Sergeants.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  talking  in  ranks  while  this 
officer  had  charge  of  the  company,  while  the  discipline  manifested 
under  the  Captain  was  excellent.  Time  consumed  by  the  First 
Lieutenant,  thirteen  minutes.  The  Second  Lieutenant  received  his 
commission  while  al  camp,  hut  he  showed  that  he  would  make  a 
good  officer  with  a  little  experience.  He  finished  his  work  in  eight 
minutes.  The  following  table  shows  the  strength,  etc..  of  the  Etegi 
ment. 
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In  conclusion,  J  have  only  a  word  of  praise  to  add  for  the  entire 
Brigade.  The  condition  of  the  troops  at  present  show  a  great  deal 
of  careful  work  on  the  part  of  both  officers  and  men.  At  the  same 
rate  of  improvement  made  during  the  past  year  it  will  be  a  matter 
of  but  a  very  short  time  when  the  West  Virginia  National  Guard 
will    be  second  to  none

(a)  In  camp:  5  battalion  drills.  1<)  company  drills  (5  in  close 
and  5  in  extended  order),  6  guard  mounts.  4  regimental  inspec- 
tions (2  in  each  Regiment),  5  brigade  parades  At  home,  sta- 
tions weekly  drills  are  held  under  the  provision  of  section  44  of 
the  Militia  Law. 

(£)  Company  drills  (close order) — Fair:  the  general  principles 
were  carried  out,  but  the  details  were  generally  poor.  (Extended 
order) — The  principles  were  plain  to  a  few  of  the  officers,  but  the 
details  seemed  more  obscure.  Upon  explanation  both  were 
readily  applied  and  executed.  Battalion  drills — Very  good  in 
the  execution  of  the  general  principles,  Company  Commanders 
understanding  the  commands  and  means  for  carrying  out  the 
orders  of  the  Battalion  Commanders,  but  the  details  of  the 
movements,  depending  upon  the  instruction  of  the  companies, 
were  poor.  Guard  mounts — poor,  though  showing  improve- 
ment toward  close  of  encampment.  Nowhere  was  the  lack  of 
thorough  instruction  in  the  details  of  elementary  movements 
more  clearly  shown.  Inspections  were  very  good.  Brigade 
Parades — not  authorized  byU.*S.  Army  Drill  Regulations,  but 
an  effective  and  pleasing  spectacle,  essential  to  the  pride  and  in 
the  interest  of  the  National  Guard.  They  conformed  to  the 
principles  of  Regimental  parade  and  were  well  carried  out.  Brig- 
ade Review — very  good.  Though  the  formation  required  by 
the  Drill  Regulations  was  not  conformed  to,  the  brigade  being 
in  line. 

During  the  entire  encampment,  the  heat  was  excessive;  but  in 
spite  of  this,  officers  and  men  persevered  in  the  endeavor  to 
profit  by  the  opportunities  afforded  in  camp  and  there  were  few 
cases  of  illness  from  exposure;  none  serious.  Battalion  drill, 
taxing  the  endurance  of  tin' men  more  than  that  by  company, 
was  from  7  to  8:30  a.  m.,  and  was  over  before  the  heat  of  the 
day.  The  drill  from  10  to  11  a.  m.,  was  by  company  in  close 
order;  that  from  1  to  2  p.  m.,  by  company  in  extended  order. 
(c)   No  field  exercises. 

27.  Personnel  and  Discipline. 

The  personnel  made  a  very  favorable  impression  upon  me. 
The  officers  have  the  interest  of  t  he  National  Guard  at  heart,  and 
while  in  camp  certainly  endeavored  to   acquire   information  on 
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matters  in  which  that  was  lacking,  and,  to  the  best  of  their 
ability  and  knowledge,  to  instruct  their  men  and  add  to  their 
discipline.  The  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  showed. 
generally  an  excellent  spirit,  were  attentive  to  instruction  im- 
parted and  readily  applied  it. 

The  discipline  was  very  fair.  Knowledge  of  the  discipline  of 
the  command  during  previous  encampments,  acquired  from 
official  and  unofficial  sources,  enables  me  to  report  a  very  de- 
cided improvement  in  it.  even  over  that  of  last  year's  encamp- 
ment. 1  believe  the  recent  duty  in  actual  service  in  the  State 
has  caused  the  officers  and  men  in  many  of  the  organizations  to 
feel  the  necessity  for  a  stricter  discipline. 

28.  Instruction-Theoretical  and  Practical. 

Theoretical:  Confined  to  Infantry  Drill  Regulation.-  and 
Manual  of  Guard.  In  camp,  four  officers' schools  were  held 
under  the  battalion  commanders.  Subjects:  School  of  the 
battalion,  and  tin-  company  in  extended  order.  The  instructors 
were  capable  and  had  a  good  knowledge  of  the  subjets.  Five 
non-commissioned  others  schools  were  held  under  one  of  the 
company  officers.  Subjects:  The  general  duties  of  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  the  company  in  extended  order.  The  in- 
structors were  not  all  capable,  and  the  methods  and  valne  of 
the  instruction  varied  greatly. 

Practical  :  The  regimental  and  battalion  commanders  are. 
generaUy,  competent  instructors  and  their  organizations  corres- 
pondingly showed  it.  The  company  officers,  generally,  are  not 
competent  instructors,  acquiring  from  the  hook  an  idea  of  the 
drill  or  guard  duty,  but  not  being  sufficiently  sure  of  themselves 
to  see  errors  when  committed  or  to  correct  them.

"appropriations  arises  from  this  tact.      Four  battalion  encamp- 

'ments  being  held  at  different  points  in  this  State  would  remedy 
"this  matter  to  a  great  extent.     (2)    That    ii    would  be  practical 

'economy.     ^Locations  could  lie  selected  that  would  reduce  the 
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"cost  of  transportation  to  a  minimum.  The  administration 
••would  not  cost  as  much." 

T  have  spoken  of  the  general  excellence  of  the  Battalion  Com- 
manders and  of  the  good  execution  of  the  general  principles  of 
battalion  drill.  In  encampments  by  battalion,  should  the  Com- 
mander  personally  strictly  supervise  the  drill  by  companies,  and 
in  battalion  drill,  devote  most  of  the  tinie»to  the  correct  execu- 
!  of  the  details,  with  the  assistance  of  a  U  S.  Army  offic  sr,  1 
believe  the  greatest  benefit  possible  from  an  encampment  would 
accrue  to  the  guard.  The  encampments  by  battalion  should  be 
held  in  succession,  so  that  the  U  S  officer  detailed  to  attend 
them  could  properly  judge  of  the  progress  and  efficiency  of  the 
respective  battalions.     Tins,  too,  would  induce  a  healthy  rivalry.

As  a  ground  work,  the  best  features  of  the  Militia  (jaws  of  the 

eral   States   had   been    compiled.     These    were    discussed    in 
detail  and  adapted  to  the  uses  of  the  Militia  of  West  Virginia 
The  discussion  showed  an  appreciation  of  the  needs  of  the  State 
and  of  the  National  Guard,  and  the  result  lied  provisions 

covering  all  the  points  upon  which  I  had  to  recommend  legisla- 
tion, as  well  as  all  those  made  in  the  report  of  Lieutenant  Ram- 
y  last  year. 

I  acknowledge  with  the  greatest  pleasure  the  courtesy  shown 
me  by  all  officers  with  whom  I  came  in  contact,  and.  when  in- 
struction was  imparted,  the  strict  and  intelligent  attention  on 
the  part  of  officers  and  men.

Sir: — Acting  under  your  wise  suggestion,  \  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  condition  and  aim  of  the  Military 
Department  of  the  West  Virginia  University  and  its  relation  to  the 
West  Virginia  National  Guard  : 

Students  of  the  Department  are  designated  Cadets.  Cadets  arc  of 
two  classes.  "State  Cadets"  are  those  appointed  by  the  Regents  of 
the  University  and  receive  the  educational  advantages  of  the  Uni- 
versity free  of  charge  for  tuition,  hooks  and  stationery.  All  other 
Cadets  are  termed  "Volunteer  Cadets'"  and  received  no  perquisites. 

For  purposes  of  administration  and  infantry  drill,  the  Corps  of 
Cadets  is  organized  as  a  battalion,  officered  as  follows  : 

A  Cadet  Major,  and  Cadet  Staff,  consisting  of  an  Artillery  Officer, 
Adjutant,  Quartermaster  and  Signal  Officer.  A  Cadet  Nbn-Commis- 
sioned  Staff  consisting  of  a  Sergeant  Major,  Quartermaster  Sergeant, 
Ordinance  Sergeant  and  Principal  Musician.  Companies  are  organ- 
ized and  officered  as  in  the  National  Guard.  The  number  of  com- 
panies depends  upon  the  strength  of  the  Corps  One  of  the  Profes- 
sors, specially  qualified  for  the  duty,  is  Surgeon  of  the  Corps  with 
the  rank  of  Major.  The  entire  organization  is  under  the  command 
of  the  Commandant  of  Cadets,  an  officer  of  the  United  States  Army 
detailed   by  the  President. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  both  theoretical  and   practical  and  oc 
cupies  at  least  three  hours  per  week  during  the  college  session.     One 
hour  per  week  is  devoted  exclusively  to  theoretical  instruction.     In 
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addition  to   the  purely  military  instruction    cadets   receive,  tor  two 
years,  a  thorough  course  of  gymnasium  training. 

For  all  instruction,  except  infantry  drill,  cadets  are  divided  into 
sections- corresponding  with  their  years  of  service. 

The  United  States  furnishes  to  the  institution  the  necessary  infan- 
try and  artillery  arms,  equipments  and  ammunition  and  the  signal 
equipment.  It  also  provides  the  services  of  the  instructor.  It  im- 
poses certain  conditions  as  to  the  character  of  instruction.  A 
graded  course  to  include  the  subjects  stated  below  is  a  requirement 
of  comparatively  recent  date.  The  first  students  to  complete  it  will 
graduate  from  the  department  at  the  end  of  the  presen.1  college  year. 
.  The  full  and  entire  course  occupies  four  years.  Cadets  in  their 
first  year  of  service  constitute  the  fourth  section.  If  proficient  in 
their  work,  they  are  advanced  one  section  each  year.  The  three 
cadets  of  each  section  standing  highest  in  graded  work  are  designated 
"Distinguished  Cadets  "     The  course  of  instruction  is  as  follows  : 

FOURTH   SECTION FIRST    YEAR 

Practical  instruction  as  privates  and  non-commissioned  officers  of 
the  guard.  Theoretical  instruction  in  Infantry  Drdl  Regulations  to 
include  the  school-  of  the  soldier  and  company  and  the  extended 
order  of  the  squad  and  platoon  :  and  in  the  entire  Manual  of  Guard 
Duty.  Lectures  upon  the  nomenclature  of  arms  and  accoutrements 
and  the  requirements  of  Cadet  Regulations. 

THIRD  SECI'lON — second    YEAR. 

Practical  instruction  in  artillery,  including  the  schools  of  the  can- 
noneer and  dismounted  battery  and  the  manual  of  the  sabre.  The- 
oretical instruction  in  Artillery  Drill  Regulations,  to  include  the 
part  taken  practically,  and  in  Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  to  include 
the  school  of  the  battalion,  extended  order  of  a  company  and  cere- 
monies. Lectures  upon  cannon  and  small  arms,  explosives,  pro- 
jectiles, &c. 

SECOND   SECTION THIRD  YEAR. 

Practical  instruction  to  include  a  complete  course  of  position 
and  aiming  drills,  gallery  practice  and  range  target  practice: 
military  signaling  with  flags  and  heliographs.  Theoretical  instruc- 
tion in  Infantry  Drill  Regulations  to  include  all  not  previously 
taken  ;  in  military  signalling  and  in  the  Small  Arms  Firing  Regula- 
tions.     Lectures  upon  U.  S.  Army  Regulations. 

ITRST    SECTION FOURTH   YEAR. 

Practical  instruction  in  fencing,  military  sketching  and  recon- 
naissance, and  the  preparation  of  reports,  returns,  rolls  and  records 
required  in  administration.     Theoretical  instruction  by  lectures  upon 
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the  art  of  war  and  minor  tactics  to  include  problems  of  attack  and 
defense,  advance  and  rear  guards,  outpost  duty,  riot  duty.  &c.  A 
graduating  thesis  upon  a  military  subject  is  required. 

Discipline  is  administered  through  courts-martial  composed  of  ca 
del  officers,  and  in  this  way  a  practical  knowledge  of  military  law 
and  the  procedure  and  forms  of  military  courts  is  obtained. 

Throughout  the  entire  course  infantry  drills  in  the  schools  of  the 
soldier,  company  and  battalion,  and  including  extended  order  and 
ceremonies,  are  held,  cadet  officers  exercising  the  command  and  per 
forming  the  duties  of  their  rank  and  grade. 

Cadets  sometime  remain  in  the  Corps  for  five  or  six  years.  After 
the  completion  of  the  above  course  they  are  termed  "Military  Gradu- 
ates" and  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  they  may  hold  and  assist 
in  the  instruction.  As  a  rule,  the  Cadet  Major,  Captains  ami  Stall 
Officers  are  Military  Graduates,  and  are  thus  tree  to  give  their  atten- 
tion to  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Promotion  to   the  grade  of  warrant  and   commissioned   officer  is 
made  after  competitive  examination.     A  minimum  made  is  estab- 
lished,   and  length  of   service,    attendance    and   discipline   are    con 
sidered. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  student  successfully  completing  the 
above  course  is  of  real  value  to  the  State  as  a  trained  military  man. 
Having  obtained,  at  the  same  time,  an  education  in  other  lines,  he  is 
capable  of  imparting  his  knowledge  to  others.  It  is  a  matter  of  re- 
gret that  all  West  Virginia  students  here  should  not  he  required  to 
take  all,  or  at  least  two  years,  of  the  above  course.  The  State  offers 
elaborate  educational  facilities  and  requires  insignificant  lees.  The 
student,  if  physically  able,  should  repay  the  obligation  by  fitting 
himself  to  render  service  to  the  State  if  occasion  requires  Unfortu- 
nately military  men  have  been  required  on  many  recent  occasions. 

The  Military  Department  of  the  State  University  is  the  natural 
training  school  for  the  National  Guard  and  the  closer  the  relations 
between  them,  the  better  for  both.  Legislation  is  recommended 
which  would  recognize  the  Military  Department  as  such  training 
school,  which  would  authorize  the  Governor  to  order  the  Corps  to  at- 
tend the  annual  encampments  and  to  supply  it  with  such  necessary 
equipment  as  is  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

While  I  would  not  recommend  that  the  State  furnish  a  uniform 
to  all  students  (for  many  attend  so  short  a  time  that  their  service  is 
of  no  compensating  benefit )  yet  to  those  West  Virginia  students  who 
successfully  complete  the  entire  military  course  a  money  computa- 
tion for  a  uniform  at  lite  rate  of  twenty  dollars  a  year  for  each  year 
of  service  might  well  be  paid  upon  graduation.  A  graduate  receiv- 
ing this  commutation  should  be  liable  for  service  in  the  National 
Guard  for  a  term  of  years  and  should  be  commissioned  a  Lieutenant 
without  examination. 

Such  a  provision  would  stimulate  military  ambition  and  incitean 
interest  for  the  National  Guard  among  the  educated  young  men  of 
the  State.     The  value  of  a  commission  to  the  cadet  officer  would  be 
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far  greater  it'  given  by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
University  authorities. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  present  college  year  it  is  my  purpose  to 
request  the  loan  from  the  state  of  sufficient  camp  equipage  to  enable 
th"  Corps  to  undertake  a  practice  march  of  four  days.  Such  a  march 
promises  good  results  and  excellenl  experience. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  this  department  is  constantly  im- 
proving. T  have  entered  into  details  of  the  course  of  instruction 
more  especially  for  the  information  of  the  people  of  the  State  who 
arc  interested  in  Military  affairs  or  education. 

I  append  a  roster  of  the  present  officers  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets  and 
a  list  of  the  Military  Graduation  and  Distinguished  Cadets  for  the 
past  two  years. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  many 
courtesies  which  you  haveextended  to  the  department  and  can  only 
regret  that  my  connection  with  the  University  as  Professor  of  Mili- 
tary Science  and  Tactics  must  terminate,  under  provision  of  law.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  pursuant  to  telegraphic  in- 
structions from  the  Commander-in-Chief,  a  battalion,  consisting  of 
Companies  C,  G  and  K,  Second  Infantry,  under  command  of  Maj. 
\Y.  II.  Banks,  rendezvous  at  Eagle,  West  Virginia,,  on  March  1st, 
1894,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  Sheriff  in  maintaining  the 
peace  and  preventing  the  destruction  of  property.  Maj.  Banks  re- 
ported to  the  sheriff  that  he  was  prepared  to  give  him  necessary 
assistance  and  made  proper  disposition  of  his  force  for  that  purpose. 
Subsequently,  Col  Thos  E.  Hodges,  commanding  Second  Infantry. 
assumed  command  of  the  troops  in  the  field  and  furnished  assistance 
to  the  sheriff  in  serving  warrants  for  the  arrest  of  parties  participat- 
ing in  the  riot  of  Feb.  27th.  Col.  Hodges  at  his  request  was  relieved 
from  duty  March  4th,  leaving  Maj  Banks  again  in  command  On 
March  5th,  Maj.  Banks,  on  account  of  threats  made,  furnished  the 
sheriff  with  a  detachment  for  escort  duty.  No  further  call  was 
made  upon  the  troops.   All  military  duties  were  promptly  performed.

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9th.  Maj.  Hanks  was  relieved  on  March  9th,  leaving  in  the  Held 
Company  G,  with  Capt.  Lyons  in  command.

On  February  28th,  1894,  direct  orders  were  issued  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief to  the  Commanding  Officers  of  Companies  C,  G  and 
K  to  move  their  companies  to  Eagle,  Fayette  county,  to  assist  the 
sheriff  in  maintaining  peace.  I  was  at  Bluefield,  February  27th,  on 
duty  connected  with  Company  A.  and  not  expecting  to  return  until 
March  1st,  had  requested  the  Adjutant  General  to  send  any  direct 
communications  addressed  to  me  to  my  Adjutant.  Captain  Archer. 
I  arrived  home  unexpectedly  on  the  evening  of  the  28th,  but  that 
fact  was  not  known  to  my  Adjutant.  The  following  telegram  was 
received  by  him  :

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I  fully  approved  Major  Banks' disposition  of  the  troops  On  the 
evening  of  March  1st,  the  Commander- in  chief  had  ordered  thai 
Companies C  and  K  be  sent  home  that  evening,  and  Company  ('<  the 
next  clay  if  no  trouble  appeared.  On  the  recommendation  of  Major 
Banks,  that  order  was  countermanded. 

On  the  morning  of  the  2nd,  in  company  with  others,  1  went  to 
Charleston  and  called  on  the  Commander-in  chief,  who,  after  full  in- 
formation as  to  the  situation,  decided  to  hold  the  troops  at  Eagle 
for  some  time  further,  whereupon  I  at  once  returned  to  Eagle  and  as- 
sumed persona]  command,  detailing  Captain  J.  B.  White,  Inspector 
of  Rifle  Practice  as  Acting  Adjutant.  During  the  day  there  had 
been  threats  of  disturbance  at  the  Powellton  mines,  and  Major  Banks 
had  been  asked  for  assistance,  hut  he  properly  declined  to  give  it  un- 
til ordered  to'do  so  by  the  sheriff'  That  officer,  however,  found  the 
use  of  troops  unnecessary.  About  1  o'clock,  on  tin-  morning  of 
March  2nd.

Major  Banks  went  to  Charleston  on  tram  about  3  o'clock  a.  m 
At  the  same  time  telegraphic  ord(  rs  had  been  sent  direct  to  Captain 
Peyton,  Company  1,  and  Captain  Irwin,  Company  F,  of  Milton,  to 
have  their  commands  in  readiness  to  take  the  field.  This  was  on  ac- 
count of  the  horning  of  the  bridge*  and  other  rioting  on  Cabin  ('reek 
in  Kanawha  county,  by  strikers.  Mad  the  presence  of  these  two 
companies  been  necessary,  Major  Banks  was  to  have  been  sent  in 
command  The  trouble  did  not  continue,  however  and  after  keep- 
ing Companies  I  and  F  assembled  in  readiness  to  move,  until  late 
that  evening,  they  were  relieved. 

I  was  informed  on  the  morning  of  March  3rd,  by  Mr.  Wyant,  man- 
ager of  the  Diamond  mines,  that  he  intended  to  put  his  men  to  work 
and  asked  that  guards  be  furnished  for  their  safety.  1  accordingly 
directed  Major  Banks  to  give  Mr.  Wyant  such  protection  as  was' 
necessary  Whereupon  Major  Banks  detailed  Captain  Page  with  one 
platoon  of  his  company  to  proceed  to  the  top  ot  the  hill  above  the 
Diamond  mines,  and  support  the  sheriffin  preventing  men  from  con 
gregating  there,  for  the  supposed  purpose  of  preventing  men  from 
going  to  work,  No  attempt  was  made  however  by  any  one  to  pre- 
vent the  men  £rom  going  to  work,  hut  a  portion  of  the  men  only 
went  in. 

On  the  afternoon  of  March  3rd.  the  sheriff  applied  to  me  for  troop- 
to  assist  him  in  serving  warrants  for  the  arrest  of  a  number  of  parties 
for  participating  in  the  riot  on  February  27.     I  wired  the  Adjutant 
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General  lor  full  instructions  in  this  matter,  and   received  the  follow- 
ing telegram  :

It  appeared  to  me  that  under,  the  circumstances  it  was  impossible 
to  secure  a  citizens'  posse,  an*d  I  therefore  directed  Major  Banks  to 
furnish  to  the  sheriff  and  his  deputies  {he  necessary  guards,  ('apt. 
Lyons,  with  eighteen  of  his  company,  was  detailed  to  accompany 
Sheriff'  Hinman  to  Morris  Creek  and  that  vicinity,  and  Captain 
Page  with  a  like  number  of  his  command,  was  sent  with  Deputy 
Sheriff  Kobntz  to  Mount  Carlton  and  that  vicinity.  Deputy  Sheriff' 
Koontz  returned  with  twelve  men;  Sheriff  Hinman  with  two  A 
suitable  guard  house  was  secured,  and  the  prisoners  held  under 
guard  until  they  could  he  removed  to  the  county  seat  The  acting 
Mayor  and  Marshall  of  Montgomery  attempted  t<>  interfere  with  the 
detachment  under  Captain  Lyons,  both  in  going  and  returning  from 
Montgomery,  even  going  so  far  as  to  threaten  arrest  No  attention 
however  was  paid  to  them. 

On  the  morning  of  March  -Ith  fourteen  prisoners  were  taken  by 
the  sheriff' to  Fayetteville.  No  further  trouble  of  interest  transpired 
during  that  day. 

At  my  own  request  1  was  relieved  from  duty  at  4  I'.  M.  this  day 
not  considering  my  presence  longer  necessary. 

From  the  report  of  Major  Banks,  left  in  command  after  my  depar- 
ture, 1  rind  nothing  of  importance  transpired  thereafter,  except  that 
further  arrests  were  made,  among  them  Manager  Wyant,  of  the 
Diamond  Mines  and  one  or  two  others  of  those  who  defended  the 
mines  when  they  were  attacked  on  February  27th. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  on  the  5th  to  send  a  detachment  oftroops 
under  command  of  Capt.  Page  to  Fayetteville,  to  esc<*rtsome  prison- 
er-, and  1<>  prevent  any  possible  attempt  to  rescue  on  the  one  hand 
or  on  the  other  hand  to  do  violence  to  prisoners.  This  was  thought 
necessary  especially  as  threats  of  bodily  harm  to  Mr.  Wyant  had  been 
boldly  made  by  strikers.      These  1  loops   returned  as  soon  as  the  pris- 
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oners    were    placed    in  jail,  and   no   further  necessity    for   sending 

troops  appeared. 

On  March  8th,  Company  K  was  relieved  from  further  duty. 
On  March  Oth,  Company  C  was  sent  home  and  Major  Banks  re- 
lieve from  further  duty,  leaving  Company  G  with  Capt.  Lyons  in 
command  until  March  11th,  on  which  day  Company  G  was  relieved 
I  can  speak  only  in  the  highest  praise  of  the  conduct  of  my  sub- 
ordinate officers  and  the  enlisted  men  on  duty  on  this  occasion.  With 
but  few  exceptions  the  discipline  was  most  excellent.  No  matter 
how  arduous  or  exacting  any  duty  to  be  performed,  the  men  vied 
with  each  other  in  volunteering  to  undertake  it,  and  the  service  was 
performed  with  alacrity  and  zeal.

Spilman  refused  to  eall  out  his  men 
for  the  purpose  of  listening  to  what  the-committee  had  to  say, where- 
upon the  committee  returned  to  their  camp.  About  twelve  o'clock: 
all  but  ten  of  Spilman's  miners  came  out,  stating  they  wanted  to 
hear  what  the  Ohio  miners  wanted  to  say  Several  stated  they 
would  return  to  work  this  morning  Late  yesterday  evening  the 
Ohio  miners  returned  to  the  Ohio  side  seemingly  satisfied.  Spilman 
is  very  much  discourage  1.  fearing  his  men  will  all  come  out,  which 
I  think  they  will  do.     I  apprehend  no  danger  of  further  trouble.

Dear  Sir:— On  Friday,  June  1st,  a  letter  was  addressed  by  the 
miners  of  Wellston,  Ohio,  to  Mr.  Sands,  General  Manager  of  the  Nor- 
folk &  Western  Railroad  Company,  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  notifying 
him  that  on  i  rid  aft<  c  June  2d,  nocoal  or  coke  should  be  transported 
through  Southe]  n  Ohio  from  either  of  the  Virginias,  and  stating  that 
a  disregard  of  the  notification  would  imperil  the  property  and  the 
the  lives  of  the  employees  of  the  company.  On  the  day  following,  a 
telegram  was  sent  by  a  committee  of  the  miners  from  Wellston  to 
Superintendent  Robinson,  of  the  Norfolk  A:  Western  at  Columbus, 
requesting  that  the  N.  &  W.  road  should  cease  shipping  non-union 
coal  through  the  State  of  Ohio.  This  matter  was  communicated  to 
me  at  Kenova..  and  I  at  once  wired  Superintendent  Robinson  to 
acknowledge  receipt  of  the  miners'  telegram,  and  say  to  them  that 
their  request  had  been  submitted  to  the  proper  railroad  authorities, 
and  would  receive  proper  attention  and  a  prompt  reply.  The  decis- 
ion of  the  company  has  been  reached,  and  I  am  now  taking  steps  to 
inform  the  miners  that  the  railroad  company  cannot,  with  due  re- 
gard to  its  obligations  and  duties  as  a  common  carrier,  accede  to  their 
demands.  Tins  decision,  we  fear,  may  bring  about  trouble,  and  I* 
am  warned  that  it  may  result  in  the  destruction  of  railroad  property. 
Reliable  persons,  who  were  in  attendance  upon  some  of  the  meetings 
of  the  miners  at  Wellston,  have  reported  to  me  that  an  attack  on  the 
Kenova  bridge  in  Wayne  county,  of  tins  State,  is  contemplated  by 
the  Ohio  miners  The  sheriff  of  Wayne  will  put  forth  his  best  efforts 
to  protect  us,  and  several  deputy  sheriffs  have  been  sworn  in.  who 
are  now  watching  our  property  and  patrolling  the  bridge.  This 
precaution  will  probably  be  all  sufficient  to  meet  any  ordinary  emer- 
gency ;  but,  in  the  event  of  the  incursion  from  Ohio  of  a  large  armed 
body  of  men,  it  would  be  impossible  to  prevent  destruction  of  prop- 
erty in  the  absence  of  State  troops. 

I  hope  you  will  give  this  matter  prompt  attention,  and  be  in  readi- 
ness to  maintain  the  the  supremacy  of  the  law,  as  has  been  your  cus- 
tom.

Company  Commanders  will  he  required  to  find  ranges  in  the 
neighborhood  of  their  armories,  up  to  1,000  yards,  ii  possible;  have 
the  Laidley  target  frame  constructed,  and  pit  dug,  the  frame  set  in 
place  and 'covered  with  canvass  ready  to  receive  the  paper  target. 
Between  January  1st  and  May  1st,  1894,  each  company  will  be  al- 
lowed $25,00  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  above  work,  and  each  year 
thereafter  $10.00  will  be  allowed  for  repairs  of  frames  Company 
Commanders  will  make  requisition  on  the  Quartermaster  General  for 
"A"  and  "B"  targets,  pasters  and  ammunition  in  time  to  receive 
them  prior  to  May  1st  The  markers  will  be  made  hy  the  Compa- 
nies themselves.  Reports  will  he  made  to  this  other  of  each  two 
months  practice,  not  later  than  the  10th  of  the  following  month; 
e.  g  ,  the  practice  for  May  and  June  must  he  reported  to  this  office 
by  July  20th. 

'Par.  IV.  Quarterly  drill  report  required  must  he  made  in  quadru- 
plicate.

Headquarters,  and  one  for  file  in  the  Adjutant  General's  office 

Quarterly  Muster  Rolls  of  Companies  must  he  made  in  quadrupli- 
cate, those  of  Regimental  Headquarters  in  triplicate,  and  those  of 
Brigade  Headquarters  in  duplicate. 

Par.  V.  Each  of  the  four  quarterly  returns  of  property  must  be 
made  in  triplicate.  <  )ne  copy  is  intended  for  Regimental  Headquarters, 
one  for  Brigade  Headquarters  andoneforthe  Adjutant  General's  Office. 
As  soon  as  the  pioperty  returns  are  made  for  the  third  quarter  of  1893, 
ending  September  30th,  the  property  in  the  hands  of  each  Company 
Commander  and  Regimental  Commander  will  he  entered  in  a  property 
book  and  the  book  expressed  to  the  Company  or  Regimental  Com- 
mander who  is  responsible  for  the  property  entered  therein.  This 
book  will  be  the  record  of  all  property  received,  transferred  hy  the 
Company  Commander  to  another  Company  by  order,  dropped  by  or- 
der, turned  in  by  order,  and  the  amount  on  hand  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter.
